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NEW- YORK REPUBLICANS PLEASED 
WITH THE OUTLOOK. 
THE CANVASS COMPLETED AND EVERYTHING 
READY FOR THE VOTING—THE OPPOSI- 
TION TO MAYNARD. 


The Signal Service Bureau renort for to- 
@ay for New-York, Massachusetis, and Connecticut 
indicates warmer fair weather, followed by threat- 
ening weather and rain. 


Rocuester, N. Y., Nov. 5.—Tnroughout 
Western New-York the preliminary work of the 
two great political parties is at an end, and to- 
night a general rest is being taken against the 
great struggle of to-morrow. Both parties have 
made a thorough canvass, and the leaders seem to 
be satisfied with their work thus far. Monroe 
County in 18S1 gave a majority for the Republican 
nominee for Secretary of State of 1,538. It will 
easily give 2,000 this year for Carr. No willing 
work is being done for Maynard here at 
the home of William Purcell, and the friends 
of the latter are cireulating Democratic Dal- 
lots with the name of Carr in place of 
Maynard. The latter is also antagonized by the 


entire brewery interest, and, although he will re- 
osive the Probibition vote, that will not make up 
for this defection. Maxwell is also looked upon 
as amachine map, and will be cut right and left. 
The contest on the county ticket in this county 
will be a lively one, and the result is not easy to 
foreshadow. For the Assembly the Democrats in- 
dorsed the nominee of the working men. and he is 
ouite likely to be elected by a small majority over 
his competitor, who has no public record what- 
sver. Inthe First and Third Assembly Districts 
ef Monroe County the Republican nominees are 
likely to be elected by handsome orities. 
Orleans and Monroe Counties form the enty- 
ninth Senatorial District. The Republican nominee. 
ex-Assemblyman Charles 8. Baker, will be elected 
by a good majority. He has practically no oppos!- 
tion, asthe Democratic nominee declined to run 
on Saturday, and the man named in his place has 
made littie effert. 

Advices received this afternoon by the Fost- 
Express from Orleans County indicate that to- 
morrow Carr and Sexton will have 1,000 to 1.200 
majority and the rest of the Sate ticket 800 to 1,000, 
It is reported that $2,000 of Democratic money 
went into Orleans County to-day; this may elight- 
ly decrease the estimates, but it will not prevent 
good Republiean majorities from being recorded. 
Considerable interest centres in the contest for 
Justice of the Supreme Court for the Seventh Ju- 
dicial District, ~~ of the counties of Liv- 
ingston, Wayne, meca, Yates, Ontario, Steu- 
ben, Monroe, and Cayuga. Immediately after 
the Republican Judicial Convention conciuded its 
work a few of Rochester's gilt-edged lawyers and 
their errand boys signed a protest acainst the elec- 
tion of the Republican nominees. The real reason 
for this antagonism was the defeat in the eonven- 
tion of their candidate. This is just beginning to 
be understood, and the protest, which had consid- 
erable weight when first issued, is now laughed at. 
This district in 1880 went Republicans by 11,000 in 
1881, and by 18,000 in 1880. Itispot probable that 
the re candidate for the bench will be de- 
‘eated. 

From Cattaraucus County no really satisfactory 
estimates have been received in this city, but the 
best information procurable elects a!l the Republi- 
can candidates by from 700to 1,200. Im Cayuga 
the majority for Carr is expected to be 1,500. The 
Democrats are making all their fight on County 
Judge and Surrogate, leaving the State ticket to 
take care of itself. The Republieans will ) ame yd 
elect a Senator and both Assemblymen, though in 
the First District it will be very close. 

Genesee County is the home of Maxwell. He esti- 
mates his majority there at 1,000, but will do well 
if he gets a quarter of that. Many prominent 
Democrats are working for Sexton. Carr will poll 
avery heavy vote. The Republican members of 
the Assembly is expected to have a smal! majority. 
The Republicans are working well, and are very 
confident of success. : 

In Livingston the feeling in both parties is very 
apatheties put little interest being manifested. 
Many Democrats will cut Maynard, and the county 
will probably give 500 or 600 Republican majority. 

In Niagara the situation is decidedly mixed. On 
the State ticket Maynard will run 200 behind, and 
Maxwell 700 or 800,and as Carr and Sexton will 
ran well ahead they ought to carry the county. 
although last year it gave 2,600 Demoeratic 
majority. On the rest of the State ticket chances 
are even. -For Senator, Ellsworth. the Republican, 
stands the best chance of suecess as he does also 
in Wyoming, Genesee, Livingston, and the other 
counties of the district. The Democrats are likely 
to elect both Assemblymen aided by a considera- 
ble Republican vote for the Prohibition candidate. 

The Republicans are expected to carry Ontarie 
County by 700 or 800 on the State ticket and for 
the Senate. The popularity of Rice, the Demo- 
crat, makes the fight for the Assembiy close, but 
the chances favor Raines, the Republican, by a 
small majority, 

In Seneca County the contest is close, with 
chances on the whole favoring the Democrats. 

In Steuben the Republican candidate for the 
Senate will run ahead, and the Republieans should 
par bee Assembly distriets by emall majorities. 
While the probabilities rather favor aclose yote 
on tne State ticket, Carr and Davenport will carry 
the county easily, and may take the rest of the 
ticket with them. 

The Democrats in Wayne County coneede the 
slection of the Republican ticket by liberal major- 
ities. In many towns there will be hardly a vote 
for Maxwell. All the Republican candidates for 
the Assembly will be elected by good majorities. 

In Wyoming the Republicans will carry every- 
thing. The majorities on the State ticket will 
range frum 800 to 1,500. Palmer, Republican, for 
the Assembly. will pull through in spite of some 
local dissatisfaction and Prohibition support of 
Stebbins. 

In Yates the Republicans confidently expect a 
majority of 800. with Carr running well ahead. 

Upen the whole, the Republicans in Western 
New-York have every reason to congratulate 
themselves upon the success of the preliminary 
work, the unity and determination of the different 
factions, and the flattering prospects of victory to- 
torrow. Much, of course, depends on the weather, 
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OPINIONS AS £0 THE RESULT. 
WHAT MESSRS. CARR, SEYMOUR, MANNING, 
AND OTHERS HAVE TO BAY. 

Atpany, N. Y., Nov. 5.—A movement of 
tonsiderable proportions has developed here in 
the past two days among Republicans in favor of 
Judge Maynard. The opposition of the liquor in- 
terest to his election has roused temperance peo- 
ple to work for him, and the conspicuous efforts of 
Gen. Carr’s friends to win votes for him 


on religious grounds have caused a num- 
ber of Republicans who believe that reli- 
gion sbould not figure in politics to come 
out against the Republican candidate. An active 
cauvass of the Republican wards has been made 
to-day, and the two arguments which have been 
used among Democrats to capture ‘votes for Carr 
bave been employed against him with much ef- 
fect. In two or three wards the Republican disaf- 
feetion will amount to from 10 to 20 per cent.of 
the whole Republican vote. The Republican Joss 
will, it is thought, nearly if not entirely counter- 
balance the gain from Democratic sources, so that 
Carr will runin Albany County about even with 
the rest of the ticket. 

inions as to the general result in the State are 
decidedly mixed. Secretary of State Carr, who 
was at his office to-day, says: “1 have never 
thought but one way, and that is that we are geing 
to carry the State. I don’t see any reason why we 
should not. Reports from all over indicate good 
results in every locality. The letter of 
Gov. Cleveland to John Kelly is going to 
help us through. for I don’t think he 
or the ticket could get much of any 
support from Tammany adherents after writing as 
he did. My candid opinion is that we sball carry 
the State by a handsome majority.’’ State En- 
gineer and Surveyor Silas Seymour said to-day: 
“TI have great confidenee in the result being in 
favor of the Republican ticket. Advices from dif- 
ferent counties show that the prospects are bright. 
There is a good feeling and the Republicans are 
thoroughly united, while the Democrats are gener- 
ally eplitup. If the Republicans take enough in- 
terest to eome out and vote I haveno fear as tothe 
result, and believe our ticket will be elected by a 
handsome majority.” 
Gov. Cleveland, Controller Davenport, Attorney- 
General Russzell, and Treasurer Maxwell have gone 
to their homes to vote. : 

The Democratic State Committee sent out a final 
appeal to Democrats to-day, in which Mr. Manning 
boaste as follows: “The committee say the tenor 
of their advices from evry election district in the 
State is that the Democrats are every where resolute, 
active, and confident, while there is a condition of 
torpid apathy generally existing among the Republi- 
can voters. No reason exists to doubt the eleetion 
of every man on the Democratic State ticket. 
The committee, while exveeting that Mr. Maynard 
will be unjustly opposed in some sections by Carr's 
desperate effort to run himself ahead at the ex- 
pense of his fellow-nominees on the Republican 
State ticket, have the strongest assurances that 
the defection will be made up, if not more than 
overcome, by aceessions from Republicans who 
resent the free liquor crusade against the Demo- 
cratic nominee.

ANTI-BUTLERITES CONFIDENT. 
THE FRIENDS OF ‘‘ ROBINSON AND DECENT 
GOVERNMENT’’ HOPEFUL OF SUCCESS. 

Boston, Noy. 5.—The campaign in this 
State—one of the closest ana hottest that Massa- 
chusetts has ever experienced—is closing with 
great confidence on the anti-Butler side. The can- 
vass is to be carried to the very end, and the work 
of the leaders will not be regarded as finished till 
the voting of to-morrow is ended and the polls 
closed. 

To-day at noon one of the greatest meetings of 
business men ever held in the city was addressed at 
Faneuil Hall by Mr. Robinson, ex-Gov. Rice, 
Charlies Francis Aaams, Jr., speaking for 


the Independents, and Col. Charles R. 
Codman. Later in the afternoon Mr. Rob- 
inson addressed other great gatherings else- 
where, and to-night he spoke at two places, 
while all the leading speakers who have been on 
the stump for “* Robinson and deeent government” 
have beep addressing other large meetings in va- 
rious sections of the State. 

Butler, on his side, has been as busy. He has 
made his two and three final appeals since noon— 
the most important one to his fellow-citizens of 
Lowell te-night—and has plead for support, threat- 
ened and blustered and bragged in his customary 
demagogic way. Assisting him on the stump have 
been mostly his renegade Republican followers. 
Only.a handful of the regular Democratic stump 
speakers have stood by him through his canvass, 
and the most influential of them, who gave hima 
reluctant support upon his renomination in Sep- 
tember, have ene by one drawn out, pradently al- 
lowing him to goitalone. With an honest ballot 
and fair count his defeat is looked for to-morrow 
by a decisive majority. 

To secure a fairelection in this city, particular- 
ly extraordinary precautions bave been taken. So 
thorcugh has been the work of the committee of 
citizens, acting in harmony with the regular com- 
mittees’, that it is believed that frauds, for the 
perpetratien of which preparations had been 
ant will not be attempted on a large scale, and 
a reasonably honest ballot is anticipated. The 
yoting will be watcbed and scrutinized at every 
precinct.and any attempt at voting upon the names 
of absentees or of repeating will be promptly 
cheoxed and the persons attempting such frauds 
willbe at once arrested. So also will the elec- 
tion officers be watched. 

Trouble is apprehended in some of the lower 
wards, and extra precautions have been taken by 
the Police Commissioners to quell disturbanees 
at the beginning. The Vigilance Committee, 
which has been raised to watoh the voting and 

revent the perpetration of fraud either before or 
hind the rail at the voting places, are deter- 
mined to perform the duties to which they 
have been assigned, and if the _ strikers 
and “terriers.” seme of them imported 
from New-York, attempt to interfere with 
the legal progress of the balloting or to 
intimidate voters, trouble may result. Repeating 
by gangs from Beston in other cities may be at- 
tempted, but precautions to prevent this have also 
been taken. It 1s realized that some of the Butler 
workers are readyfor desperate games, and to 
checkthem isto be the work of the anti-Butler 
committee, who only ‘ask for a fair election, and 
mean to have it if it is a possible thing. 

At the Republican head-quarters it is estimated 
to-night that Robinson will be elected by a plurali- 
ity of from 10,000 to 30.000. Chairman Lodge puts 
the anti-Butler plurality at at least 18,000, allowing 
a total vote for Butler of 135,000, nearly 3,000 more 
than he had last year. 

The Chairman of the Executive Committee on 
the Damoeratic State Committee, who is the chief 
manager of the Butler campaign, next in com- 
mand to Butler himself, predicts Butler's election 
by 13,000 over Robinson, while the Secretary of the 
Democratic Committee places Butier’s majority 
over Robinson at from 10,000 to 15,000. 

Ex-Collector Beard, former Chairman of the Re- 
publican Committee, who has been foremost 
among the managers of this campaign, puts Robin- 
son’s majority at 25,000 if it isa pleasant day to- 
morrow. The most careful observers look for 
either a small majority or a very large one for 
Robinson. ‘he Democratic leaders privately ad- 
mit that the tide seems to be really set against 
“the old man.” Allare agreed that the vote will 
be a very heavy one. 
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JACOB C. VANWICKLE. 

Jacob C. Vanwickle died in New-Orleans 
Sunday aged 78. Born in Middlesex County, N. J., 
in 1805 he went to Louisiana in 1827, settling in 
Pointe Coupee. He was appointed Sheriff by Gov. 
White and afterward by Gov. Rolan. He served 
as Sheriff for nine years. In 1845 he was elected to 
the Legisleture from Pointe Conpee. He-was an 
ardent Whig. From 1846 to 1869he was engaged in 
sugar planting, and during that time acquired a 
large estate. Im 1868he was a prominent canai- 
date for Mayor of the city, and was the Democrat- 
ic favorite for United States Senator at the time of 
Kelloge’s first election. In 1869 he represented the 
Second levee District on the Board of Public 
Works. Under his supervision the Grand Levee, 
the largest in the State, was built. Since the war 
he had been the lesse and operator of Wood’s cot- 
ton press on Canal-street, and under his manage- 
ment it bas averaged 75,000 bales of cotton com- 
pressed every year. He maintained a homestead 
at Old Bridge, N. J., where he passed his Summers. 
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LOSSES BY FIRE. 


.At 11:30 o’clock yesterday morning a fire 
broke out in the varnish factory of John L. & 
John Armitage, on Dawson-street, Newark, N. J. 
An alarm was immediately souuded, but, although 
the Fire Department responded promptly. they 
were unable to cope with the flames, and the 
building, which was a one-story frame structure, 
was completely destroyed. Three other buildings 
which were owned by the Armitage brothers, and 
to which the flames spread, were also destroyed. 
The loss is estimated at $10,000. The fire was 
caused by the explosion of a kettle of boiling 
varnish. George Spencer, a workman employed 
in tne building in which the fire originated, was 
burned about the handsand face. 


A fire broke out early yesterday morning in 
a hey-house on the farm of Abraham Vreedenburg, 
in Castleton, Staten Island. The flames communi- 
cated to the barn and carriage-house adjoining, 
end all three buildings were totally destroyed, with 
their centents, ineluding a large quantity of hay 
and straw, farming implements, and some live 
steck. The total loss is about $3,000, which is par- 
tially covered by imsurance. The origin of the fire 
is unknown. 


Two of the three furnaces of the De Steiger 
Glass-works, at La Salle, Ill... were burned yester- 
day morning. The loss is $50,000; insurance, $7,500. 
One hundred and fifty workmen are thrown out of 
employment. 


A fire on Sunday morning destroyed the 
business pana of Port Costa, Ual., and eight Cen- 
tral Pacific cars, loaded with wheat. The loss is 
$100,000.

SWINDLING CLAIM AGENTS 
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SOME OF THE MISREPRESENTA- 
TIONS OF THH SCBREMERS. 
MASSES OF INFORMATION TO BE LAID BE- 

FORE THE GRAND JURY—THE PROSE- 

CUTIONS TO BE CLOSELY FOLLOWED. 

Wasuinoton, Nov. 5.—An impression has 
gone abroad, and has been assisted whenever 
formed by the misrepresentations of swindling 
pension attorneys, that somebody in the Interior 
Department who has power to prevent the prose- 
cution of the swindlers and biook the attempts 
to disbar those who are doing a dishonest 
business are determined that the efforts now in 
progress to protect ignorant men from fraud are 
to be rendered useless, With the help of their own 
organs, so-called ** soldiers’ papers,” the attorneys 
have been able to give this impression, which so 
far as can be ascertained does absolute injustice to 
the Secretary of the Interior. If there are men in 
the department who are disposed by holding back 
papers intended for Secretary Teller’s inspection 
to retard the administration of:justice that fact 
cannot long be kept from the knowledge of the 
Secretary. [f he should be satisfied that such 
a state of things exists his repeated 
declarations of his purpose ‘to see that no 
dishonest attorney is allowed to practice before 
the Pension Bureau can be recalled with the cer- 
tainty that his word to the men who have been 
swindled and his duty to the Governmont will 
guide him in adopting strong measures, even if 
they have to be applied to Interior Department 


employes. It is of little consequence, perhaps, 
so far as the attorneys go, whether subordinates 
in the Interior Department are so friendly to them 
as to endeavor to prevent their disbarment. 

Col. Corxhill is daily receiving masses of in- 
formation about the swindlers, which he is soon 
to take before the Grand Jury. He believes that 
the courts will take care of these fellows, whether 
they get their deserts elsewhere or not. In 
a letter written by Secretary Teller on Sat- 
urday he declines to order the designation 
of an Inspeetor from the Pension Bureau to help 
Col. Corkhill in making up his cases. The fact !s 
that in or; his information Col. Corkhbill has 
been assisted by an Inspector whom he 
had obtained by making a request directly 
upon Commissioner Dudley, just as he has 
often made similar requests for aid 
from other departments when making up 
eases in which they were interested. In the letter 
written by Commissioner Dudley to Secretary 
Teller recommending the disbarring of Roux & 
Co., of this city, who were disbarred on Saturday, 
the Commissioner has endeavored to describe the 
offenses committed by them, and in s0 
doing has made a case comprehensive 
enough, he believes, to inolude all _ the 
other attorneys of whom complaint has been 
made. In this light the letter is important, and it 
is inferred that the Secretary's action upon it isa 
bad augury for the attorneys whoee cases are yet in 
his hands. The Commissioner in his letter says: 

The following are the charges as stated in my letter 
recommending their suspension, to wit: False and 
fraudulent representations pertaining to the pension 
laws, records in their possession as to rights to in- 
crease, and their extraordinary facilities for the 
prosecution of pension claims. There has arisen 
a class of claim agent-, so calied, principally doing 
business in Washington, D. C., who have solicited 
business by the most flaunting and disreputable meth- 
ods of advertisements, of which this firm are fair rep- 
resentatives. By practices and methods most blame- 
worthy and meretricious they invite a general ap- 
plication for nsion or increase of pension, stop- 
ping at no misrepresentation of law or fact to 
accomplish the purpose of arresting the attentionor 
the soldiers by flaming posters adorned with cuts and 
designs of various kinds. Or else by some means, 
generally through Postmasters, by offering prizes or 
rewards, securing a list of soldiers’ names or 
others interest in such matters, and send- 
ing to each address seductive and deceptive 
circulars setting forth the advantages of the firm as 
es and facilities, and 


possessed of exclusive privil 
y their employment 


the advantages to be derived 
and location at Washington. The efiect of 
this ane process is to debauch the 
public morals, rade the practice of an other- 
wise honorable calling. and load the office with 
non-meritorious claims. The charges preferred in 
this case are, in effect, confessed by the respondent as 
true, and are sought to be avoided or excused pos 
the ground of inexperience and ignorance. They 
pie in extenuation the practices of other 
concerns which have been longer in the business. 
This answer is of course bad. They admit having 
surreptitiously obtained a copy of the executive doc- 
ument called the Printed Pension List from an em- 
ployee of the Senate. The members of the firm are 
tro boys scarcely of age, who sign the circulars fraud- 
uiently as members of the Grand army 
of the Republic, “Yours in F. C, and L..”” when in 

int of fact it is doubtful if they were 

rm when the war Being addressed 
to old soldiers, they evidently intended 
in the circular to convey the idea to their victims that 
in employing them they were employing comrades of 
the Grand Army of the Kepublic—a fraud upon its 
face. But it is not necessary to particularize where 
every utterance of this bogus firm is fraudulent and 
deceptive. I therefore recommend that the firm 
of Roux & Co. and the members of said 
firm, James M. Roux and Frank M. English, individ- 
ually, be permanently disbarred from practice 
before this department for the reasons stated, and 
that the papers in the case be submitted to the De- 
partment of Justice with a view to criminal prosecu- 
tion of said parties for use of the Unitea States mails 
in furtherance of a fraud. under section 6,480 of the 
Revised statutes. In my opinion nothing short of 
their conviction for these offenses will satisfy the 
ends of justice.

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PERE HYACINTHE’S VISIT. 
HIS FIRST CONFEREKCE TO BE HELD IN 
THIS CITY IN A FEW DAYS. 

WasHINGTON, Nov. 5.—Pere Hyacinthe 
Leyson, who arrived here a week ago. very much 
fatigued with his yoyage across the Atlantic, has 
almost entirely recovered his usual health, and is 
beeoming so rapidly acclimatized that he will soon 
be able to enter upon the task which was the main 
object of his visit to the United States. His first 
conference will be held in New-York on Nov. 11 or 
18. Ithas not yet been determined whether he 
will speak in a public hall ora church, but the de- 
cision will probably be made in favor of a hall. 


While he has given a great deal of attention to the 
matter of his first eonference, he 1s net yet pre- 
pared to announce the subject, but may be expect- 
ea to do so in a few days, and to say at what times 
and in what other places beside New-York he may 
be heard.

THE SUICIDE OF MR. JOHNSON. 
a ae eee 
CONCLUSION OF THE INQUEST AND VERDICT 
OF THE JURY. 

Utica, N. Y., Nov. 5.—The inquest in the 
matter of tne suicide of Arthur B. Johnson ex- 
tended only to the finding of the body, the ex- 
amination by Dr. Booth, and the conduct and 
utterances of the deceased man during three days 
previous to his death. The Benders, brother and 
sister, confirmed thelr previous statements, each 
adding that Johnson was on Friday apprehensive 
of injury from a man who he fancied was follow- 
ing him and whom he said he would kill if he met 
him. Miss Bender, whose deposition was taken by 
the Coroner at her house, testified as follows: 


** Last Wednesday afternoon jn the office he asked 
for Raper and pencil and wrote something upon it, 
I did not see then what it was; be folded the paper 
and placed itin a drawer at his right hand. He 
said: ‘Now put on your things and go home, 
and take particular eare that somebody sees 
you going out of here.’ I replied, ‘No, I 
wont go.’ A_ short time afterward he 
got up and took the paper from the drawer and 
started to go out. I asked, ‘Won't you put on 
your overcoat?’ He pansed and came back and 
satdown. In crossing the floor he dropped the 
paper. I picked it up without being observed by 
him and looked at it. He had written on it: ‘I 
myself have done this thing. Please ask no ques- 
tions about it., I put the paper in a copy of * Ma- 
caulay’s Essays,’ and it is there still if none of the 
men have removed it.”” 

Arthur M. Beardsley produced the writing and 
testified: ‘*This paper I hold in my hand I founda 
in Mr. Johnson’s back office ina beok last Satur- 
day forenoon. It wasin one of Bulwer’s novels 
lying on the table. I believe this to be in the 
hand writing of Mr. Johnson. It isin pencil and 
reads: ‘1 have myself done this thing. Please 
ask no questions about it.’ There was nothing 
more written upon the paper. I found it by acci- 
aout. and not through information that it was 

ere.” 

The writing was identified as Mr. Johnson's by 
several persons. This ended the examination, and 
the jury retarned a verdict that Mr. Johnson came 
to his death by a pistol-shot fired by himself while 
in astate of derangement in his office. Senator 
Conkling is invited to act as one of the pall-bearers 
at Mr. Johnson’s funeral. 
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SERIOUS ACCIDENT T0 A HUNTEB.

INJURIES RECEIVED BY AN EXPLOSION OF 
GUN-POWDER. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 5.—A man named 
Thomas Green, a resident of this city, met witha 
bad aceident in the wilds of Northern Wisconsin 
on Friday last. He left this city three weeks ago 
for hunting, trapping, &c. Going direct to Rhine- 
lander he struck across the country to Pelican 
Lake, erecting a small log shanty in a dense for- 
est six miles from the station. At daylight on Fri- 
day last he started out to examine his bear traps, 
when his attention was attracted by the loud 


barking of his dog that he _ had left 
in the shanty. Shortly afterward he dis- 
covered the structure in flames, and cautiously 
creeping up to the burning building, Mr. Green 
tore apart some of the boards for the purpose of 
rescuing his dog, guns, and other effects. He then 
placed his hands in the inclosure, and had succeed- 
ed in pulling a portion of his body into the room, 
when an explosion ovcurred, caused by the burn- 
ing of several pounds of powder. The shanty was 
blown to atoms, and Mr. Green was thrown a con- 
siderable distance. When he recovered conscious- 
ness he found that he had received serious injuries. 
His face was one mass of blotches, and his left 
hand and arm were horrible to look at. He then 
started for Pelican Station, suffering the 
most exoruciating ageny while traversing the 
six weary miles. The day was intensely cold, and 
when the nearest habitation was reacbed his face 
and wounded hand were thickly coated with ice. 
After two days of great agony he reached a small 
station more dead than alive, and was brought 
here to-day. The man is almost blind, his face is 
burned to acrisp, and all of the flesh was blown 
off hisarms. Stranger than al!, the man may pos- 
sibly reeover. 


THE WHITTEMORE MURDER. 


A WOMAN NAMED LONG AND THE Boy’s 
FATHER ARRESTED. 

MILWAUKEE, Nov. 5.—A Mrs. Long was 
arrested at Princeton on Saturday night on suspic- 
ion of being the murderer of Harvey Whittemore, 
the boy who was found dead in the river near 
Princeton with his throat cut. Itis said that the 
woman was criminally intimate with the boy’s 
father, and that the boy was aware of that fact. 
A long knife, two razors, and some bloody clothes 
were found on’ her premises. This morning 
Whittemore, the boy’s father, was arrested. It 
is alleged that he found the body at a point 


that had been visited daily by other search- 
ers. It is also alleged that when he went out 
that morning he had the body in the boat, and that 
it was found at noon by him just where he had 
plaeed it. The authorities say they have evidence 
proving that the murder was committed by Mrs. 
Long and Whittemore, botb of whom had arranged 
to elope, Mrs. Long is a daughter of Judge Meyer, 
and ali the parties are well connected. 

Charles Heibayn, of Fond du Lae, postal ronte 
agent, who arrived in this city at noon to-day, 
states that great excitement exists in Greenlake 
County over the affair. What first directed the 
finger of suspicion to Mrs. Long was the fact that 
ashert time ago she made an attempt to poison 
the boy. Blood marks were discovered in the 
cellar which indicated that the body was concealed 
there from the time of the murder unti! it was de- 
posited in the water. There is cunsiderabie talk 
of lynching tke parties arrested.

DOING THE LAST WORK OF THE 
CANVASS. 

THE BALLOTS DISTRIBUTED THROUGHOUT 

THE CITY—TAKING 8TEPS TO PREVENT 

POLITICAL TREACHERY AND FORGERY. 


The day was spent by the Republiean and 
Democratic district organizations yesterday in dis- 
tributing the ballots to the faithful ones who are 
to be responsible for the proper management of 
affairs in each election district. There are 688 
election districts in this City, ana the work of dis- 
tribution, as may readily be understood. was no 
light one. In froat of Tammany Hall lar; e wagons 
received the bags of ballots and conveyed them 
to other points of distribution throughout the 
City. Each bag was properly labeled with the 
number of the district to which its contents had 
been assigned. Each bag contained many smailer 
bags, one of which will be furnished to each of 
the men selected for manning the booths. Late 
last night the booth-tenders received each his bag, 
with instructions to be at his post before day- 
light, Each district leader was _ supplied, 


out of the funds of the general organization, with 
enough money to pay the booth-tenders for their 
day’s services and also for any incidental expenses 
such as drinks, meals, and cigars. Candidates 
who are willing to pay money for votes will see 
these leaders from time to time during the day, 
ascertain how the vote is going, and contribute fur 
disbursement according as the exigeneies of tne 
situation and the honesty of the district leader 
may demand. 

Two years ago last night Mr. Thomas Costigan, 
the County Democracy’s leader in the Fifteenth 
District, was tearing over the City behind a pair 
of borses in search of the ballots for his district. 
He had failed to eonnect with the central distrib- 
uting bureau, and asan actof kindness to him 
some officious friend had sent the ballots 
to Mr. Costigan’s district. Here, at 7 o'clock 
in the morning, after having worn out two teams 
of horses, Mr. Costigan found his precious ballots. 
Last night Mr. Costigan solemniy collected his 30 
faithful gillles in a little room on the west side, 
distributed to each his ballots and-enough money 
to pay for three light luaches, and then compelied 
them to lay down and go to sleep, while he guarded 
them and the ballots, until near daylight, so fear- 
ful was he this: year that something might go 
wrong. 

The interests of James O’Brien will be likely to 
suffer somewhat to-day through the treachery of 
those who have been selected to manage the 
election districts. One rascal received his 
money and his ballots last night ana, after 
leaving the head-quarters well behind him, 
announced that “‘Jimmy’’ would not have a 
single box run in his interest in at least one elec- 
tion district. Mr. O’Brien was well worn out yes- 
terday by his arduous lobors of the last few weeks. 
He said, however, that he should ** peg away”’ until 
to-day at sundown, so eontident is he of his elec- 
tion. 

The Republican Head-quarters, in the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel, will be the up-tewn ceutre of news 
eolleetion to-night. Not only the local returns 
will be received there, but also telegraphic returns 
from all over the State. A year ago 60 con- 
fident were the Republican State Com’ 
mitteemen that their ticket was snowed 
under that they practically abandoned their 
head-quarters the night before the day of election. 
This year, however, there is a strong belief that 
Repubiican candidates generally will be elected, 
and for this reason have arrangements been made 
for gathering the news from near and from far. 

Another case of political forgery has come to 
light on the eve of election. It is directed against 
Mr. Robb, the Tammany eandidate for Senator in 
the ‘l'enth District, and is believed to be the work of 
certain disappointed Tammanyites. lt takes the 
shape of .a circular in which Mr. Robb 
urges voters to support him because he 
voted against an appropriation of State funds for 
the Catholic Protectory in Westchester County, 
and also against all other sectarian appropria- 
tions when he was a member of the Assembly 
of 1882. The oircular bears Mr, Robb’s name. 
The fact thet it has been distributed 
among the Catholics, principally in the 
Harlem District, while Protestants have 
not been allowed to receive it, is proof on its face 
that it is the trick of an enemy whois desirous of 
driving Catholic voters away from him. Mr. Robb 
voted against all sectarian appropriations no mat- 
ter what religious faith was involved. 

Other Democratic tricks against some of the Re- 
publican candidates have also been discovered. Inu 
the Twenty-fourth District the Democratic leaders 
have had a lot of tickets bunched which 
they will palm off on the ~ unsuspicious 
voter as complete sets of Republican tickets. 
They contain nearly all the ballets for Repub- 
lican State, County, aud Senatorial offices, but 
particular care has been taken to insert for the of- 
fice of Assemblyman the name of John J. Clark, 
the Tammany candidate. The Republican nom- 
inee-is Mr. Henry W. Hayden, and voters ought 
not to allow themselves to be tricked into voting 
for any other man for the Assembly. A careful 
scrutiny of each ballot will negative these efforts 
to defeat Mr. Hayden. 3 

Many voters are puzzled to know exactly the 
district in which they live. Numbers of gentle- 
men who desire to vote forCol. William OC. Church, 
the Republican nominee for Assembly in the Third 
District, well knowing his high character and his 
qualifications for the office, are not yet even fully 
informed as to whether they live in his district. 
For their information it may be stated that the 
boandaries of the Third District, in which he isa 
candidate, are Twenty-third-street on the north, 
Canal-street on the south, Broadway on the west, 
and the Bowery and Third-avenue on the east. 
From its resemblance to a dumb-bell the district is 
known as the “* Dumb-bell District." 

The four Police Commissioners met last night at 
the Central Office, and filled vacancies for Poll 
Clerks and Inspectors of election that were reported 
by Chief John J. O’Brien. They also passed a res- 
olution, whieh was sent out on the police wires as 
a general order, that the precinct commanders 
should send to-night, without delay, all returns ad- 
dressed to the Chief of the Bureau of Elections to 
the Central Office. 
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THE CONTEST IN BROOKLYN. 
THE LAST ARRANGEMENTS AND THE LAST 
SPEECHES MADE. 

A day of excitement brought the campaign 
te a close in Brooklyn, and feund both parties con- 
fident of suecess. From early morning the streets 
inthe neighborhood of the City Hall were crowd- 
ed with men eagerly discussing the situation. 
It was no uncommon sight to see men with large 
rolls of money in their hands making kets openly 
in the streets. In one instance as much as 
$800 was bet and the money ‘‘put up.” 
The work of canvassing among the voters was 


continued until late at night. Mr. Hendrix, the 
Democratic candidate for Mayor, had begun 
making his rounds among the factories and 
workshops as early as 10 o’slock in the 
morning. Mayor Low was at his _ office 
in the City Hall by 9 o’clock, attending to his du- 
ties as usual. Since the campaign opened he has 
never given an hour Jess of his time to the city 
than it has been his custom to give sinee he took 
office. In the evening he addressed a large meet- 
ing in Hamilton’s Hall, in the Eastern District, and 
there made the closing speech of the campaign. 

Among the roorbacks, which it is the custom of 
the more unscrupulous of the partisans tosend out 
onthe eve of eleetion, was a printed statemeart, 
which obteined a large circulation § yester- 
day, to the effect that Albert Daggett, the 
Republican nominee for Senator in the Third Sen- 
ate District, had some years ago aided in procur- 
ing legislation in the interest of the insurance com- 
panies and inimical to the benevolent societies. 
Mr. Daggett not only never did anything of 
the kind, but sacrificed’ some political friend- 
ships because he opposed just such legislation. He 
frankly admits that one of the chief reasons he had 
for opposing it was because he thought it was 
** good polities” to do so. 

Some dissatisfaetion was caused yesterday by 
the fact that sets of Republiean tickets were not 
sent to the houses of all the voters. The Repubii- 
can Campaign Committee sent out a million anda 
halt of tickets to be held by the men assigned to 
man the polls, but there are many Democrats who 
would like to vete for Low and a portion of the 
Republican ticket who would not go openly toa 

tepudlican at the polls for tickets, The roung 
Republican Club, however, it is said, has put the 
necessary tickets in the mails, so that voters may 
have them thie morning. 

When each of the 212 pelling places in Brooklyn 
is manned with two policemen to-day there will 
be just 26 men left to protect the interests of the 
entire city in other directions. One of the points 
made against Mr. Low by Mr. Hendrix’s support 
ers was that he increased the expenses of the city 
by adding 19 men to the police force.

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A BOYS’ SCHOOL FOR RUGBY. 


PLANS FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF 
EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTION, 

Cincinnati, Ohio, Nov. 5.—The advantages 
offered by Rugby, Tenn., fer the establishment of 
a boys’ school conducted upon the plan of the 
famous school at Rugby, England, have been for 
some time a matter of serious consideration. Dur- 
ing Mr. Thomas Hughes’s late visit to America 
plans looking to this end were discussed and 
are now taking definite shape. Some of the 
ablest educators in the country have been 
consulted, and are unanimous in the opinion that 
such a school would bea success. The plan isto 
establish at Rugby a school on the lines of the 


English publie schools in connection with the 
university of the South at Seawanee, for the 
South and Central States of the Union, and 
call it the “Arnold School,” in memo 
of the English edueator, Dr. Thomas Arnold. 
The founders of Rugby have kept this idea 
before them from the first, but have be- 
fore publishing the faet waited until they 
could be sure that the early difficulties of a new 
settlement had been overcome. That time they 
believe has nowcome, The governing body of 
the institution will consist of Trustees and a 
visitor, who will be the Bishop of Tennessee or the 
Bishop of one of the neighboring States. The 
Board of Trustees will consist of four Americans, 
four Englishmen, and four Rugbians of eitner 
nationality. 
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THE DEAD-LOCK BROKEN. 


THE DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION IN TRENTON 
NOMINATES AN ASSEMBLYMAN. 

TRENTON, Nov. 5.—The dead-lock-in the 
Third Assembly District Convention of Mercer 
County, which was begun on Friday last, was 
broken to-day. The convention adjourned shortly 
before midnight on Saturday, and met in Turner 
Hall this forenoon. Soon after the meeting was 
called to order the delegates from Chanrbersburg 
withdrew their nominee, George D. Seudder, and 
they were followed by the Sixth Ward of Trenton, 


who withdrew David Lenox. The seven hundred 
and twenty-second ballot was then taken, and re- 
sulted in the nomination of John Caminade over ex- 
Sheriff Walton, by a vote of 11 to 9. This ended the 
contest for the nomination, but the election to- 
morrow will —— be as exciting as was the 
convention. Walton's friends say that they will not 
support Caminade for the Assembly, nor Vander- 
bilt for the Senate. If they held out in this deter- 
mination neither of the Democratic candidates 
will be elected. In that case there is littie doubt 
that the Senate will be Republican, and the 
chance of the Democrats having control of the 
House of Assembly will be lessened by one vote.

A NEGRO DESPERADO KILLED. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., Nov. 5.—Toby Grant, a 
negro desperado, was shot and killed by Abram W. 
Clement, a white man, at Rantowles Railroad sta- 
tion, near this city, on Sunday afternoon. Clement 
was a clerk in Davis’s store at Rantowles. Sun- 
day morning Grant went into the store and asked 
for the lean of 25 cents, which was refused, 
Clement telling him that he had no ehange to lend. 
Grant returned to the store in the afternoon un- 
der the influence of liquorand again demanded the 


money, which was again refused. He then foroed 
his way behind the counter, seized Clement by the 
throat, cursing him, and threatening to kill him. 
Clement released himself from his assailant, 
and, seizing a shot-gan, fired upon Grant, whe 
fell dead. Assoon asthe homicide was known in 
the neighborhood much excitement prevailed, and 
hundreds of armed negroes flocked into Rantowles 
threatening to wreak vengeance on Clement, who 
with two other white men barricaded themselves 
in Davis’s store and resolved to sell their lives as 
dearly as possible. Thwarted in their efforts to 
secure Clement, the mob laid siege to the store and 
remained under arms all night, their numbers hav- 
ing increased to 1,000 by this morning, when 
Clement was rescued and taken under a strong 
guard to the Colleton County Jail at Watterboro.

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THE SOUTH CAROLINA ELECTION CASES. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., Nov. 5.—The political 
cases for alleged violation of the election laws in 
this State in the eleetion of 1882 will be tried in the 
United States Cireuit Court in Columbia, which be- 
gins on the fourth Monday of this month, The 
offenses charged are theintimidation of voters, 
conspiracy to prevent the free exercise of suffrage, 


the refusal of Supervisors to register qualified 
voters, and obstructing Federal Supervisors of 
Election in the discharge of their duties. There 
are 43 cases, embracing 148 defendants, on the 
docket, arising out of the election of 1880, but it Is 
probable that only the cases arising out of the elec- 
tion of 1882 willbetried. Of these cases only 5have 
been docketed, but altogether there are 30 cases 
in which the defendants have been bound over for 
trial, and in addition to these cases it is understood 
that the District Attorney will proceed against 
others on information. It is also stated that he 
will bring action againsta number of Supervisors 
of Registration for refusing to register voters at 
the last election. The State is becoming thorough- 
ly aroused coneerning these prosecutions, and 
every effort will be made‘to secure the best possi- 
ble defense for the accused men. A meeting of the 
State Democratic Executive Committee was held 
in Columbia last week, and steps have been taken 
to raise a fund for the defense in whieh the best 
legal talent of the State will be employed.

Several negroes ran up and _ inter- 
fered, but Rowe finally got him down. The 
negroes caught Rowe’s arm and prevented 
him from etriking. Colbert made the negroes re 
lease Rowe, who then struck Streetatwice. Streets 
cried ‘‘enough.” and several whites then 
took Rowe off. Streets was hurried away 
by his friends, and made threats of having 
revenge before night. A number of young 
white men had by this time come up and seemed 
determined to take possession of Streets for sum- 
mary vengeance, but at the instance of Capt. Rowe 
and several persons of both colors they refrained 
from violenee and permitted the arrest of Streets. 
No other negro used any threatening language. 

There has been no riot or disturbance of the 
peace except this. Perfect quiet was restored in 
a short time, and no further trouble is appre- 
bended.

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PARISIAN STAGE EVENTS 


THREE WOMEN ABSORBING THE 
CHIEF PUBLIC ATTENTION. 
“ME. MARTEL’S PLAY AT THE GYMNASE— 
“ PHEO’S NEW SUCCESS—A PRINCESS SING- 
ING AT A CAFE CONCERT. 

Paris, Oct. 22.—Three women are just 
aow occupying the attention of the amuse- 
ment world. First is Mme. Martel, a Count- 
ess, who is one of the auttors of the new 
play at the Gymnase. ‘‘ Autour du Mariage”’ 
is the title ofa series of articles written for 
La Vie Parisienne, the least scandalous of 
which have been united in a volume under the 
same title. The success of this book—for it has 
had a great success, if we take M, Zola’s test 
of the number of editions as the standard— 
suggested to the author, to M. Hector Cre- 
mieux, an old play wright, and to M, 
Koning the director of the Gymnase, that 
it might be utilized at the theatre. But, 
how? for there is not the shadow of a dra- 
matic idea in the book. Simply by pandering 
to the taste for scandalous things, which is 
growing lamentably general in thesedays. The 
book is audaciously risky, consequently, ar- 
gued the Director, the public will run to see a 
piece made from it. But the piece and the 
book are two different things. The public as 
well as the censor are more easily shocked by 
a broad piece than by a risky book, and this 
tact prevented the literal transfer of the beok 
to the stage. The book is superior to the play. 
(t is difficult enough to dramatize a piece from 
a work which basa plot; the task has been 
successfully done only in a few instances; to 
attempt to make a five-act comedy out of a 
book that was itself made out of a series of 


newspaper articles of the lightest kind is a 
still more difficult task. The authors have un- 
derstood this, and in their play at the Gymnase 
they have departed widely from the original 
work. The misfortune for them is that they 
bave not been able to transfer to the stage the 

ualities which made the book Be ore In 
the book the heroine Paulette d’Hautretau, is 

resented as the type of the modern girl of 
the period wuo moves aboutin ‘upper cir- 
tles.”"” When she has finished her education at 
the Convent of the Sacred Heart she returns 
home, knowing the latest café concert song, 
the latest slang spoken in “ Ah !’’ society, and 
many other things that a girl of 20 ought not to 
know. Sheis to be married to a good-natured 
chap of 35, who has plentifully sown his wild 
oats, and who now wishes to settle down quiet- 
ty with Paulette and her dot, Her idea of 
marriage, as we learn from her conversation, 
simply a means of obtaining her liberty, so 
shat she can carry on her flirtations in society 
witli more freedom than is permitted to a 
young unmarried girl. The book tells the 
story of the first three months of her married 
life, which is well filled with various flirtations, 
much to the horror of her husband, who ex- 
pected that as she had been raised by 
a stern mother she would be one of 
the most submissive of wives. The au- 
thor paints her as a frivolous, heartless young 
woman, with very little sense of honor and 
wearcely any of decency. And she asks the 
reader to believe that she is a type of a mod- 
arn French girl of the period. At the close of 
the book her flirtations bave not passed the 
timit of honor, but the last word is that as her 
husband has remonstrated with her so often 
tor ‘‘ nothing,” sbe now intends to deceive him 
vrai de vrai. What made the success of the 
book was the audacious details and the risky 
way they were painted. At the theatre virtue 
must always have the last word; in the book it 
does not matter so much, according to Du- 
mas’s theory. ‘‘ The book,’’ says the author 
of the “*‘ Dame aux Camélias,” “‘can easily say 
all that the theatre coula say; the stage can 
never say all that the book can say, no more 
than we can always, when there are three, say 
what we can when there are only two. Atthe 
theatre there are always three. The book 
speaks in a whisper, to a singie person, in a 
corner, with the doors and windows closed; it 
proceeds from the alcove and the confessional, 
while the stage addresses two or three thousand 
persons assembled, and proceeds from the 
tribunal and the public place.” In Mme. Mar- 
tel’s book vice has the last word, for she shows 
us this butterfly of a wife, after she has ren- 
dered her husband miserable for three months 
by her flirtations, finally about to make the 
fatal plunge. With all its realistic tendencies 
modern society bas not yet accepted dénou- 
ments of this kind, and so, in the piece, the 
nuthors show us Paulette at the end returning 
toher duties, and finding, after all, that her 
husband is worth more than the gommeux 
who have conspired against him to win her 
affections. 

I have said that there is no piece, properly 
speaking. The authors have strung together 
tive acts of tableaux-vivants, which give an 
opportunity for the pretty women of the Gym- 
nase to talk ‘‘dress” and to wear the latest 
thing in frills and furbelows. These five acts 
are @ capital puff for the fashionable Parisian 
dress-makers. The first act represents the 
signing of the marriage contract. This gives 
an opportunity for the various personages, 
most of them friends of Paulette and M. 
d’Alaly, to file before the public. The princi- 
pai ones are de Gaillac, an old beau; the 
young Prince de Calabre, future King 
of Syracuse; des Acoves, the type of the 
boudiné; Lieutenant de Fryleuse, M. Le- 
mondyn. the family “ee 3 and the parents 
of the young couple. he four first named 
are jealous of d’Alaly’s good luck and they 
resolve to conspire against his happiness, par- 
ticularly after they have heard Paulette ex- 
press her ideas on independence ‘and a good 
time for a married lady. The second act 
takes place at the rooms of the fashionable 
tailor, M. Lheureux, when Paulette comes to 
try on her wedding dress. Not only does 
Paulette partly undress, but we are treated to 
the sight of the four conspirators peeping 
over the screens. Such things may take place 
at the rooms of the fashionable dress- 
makers, put I doubt it. The idea of 
the third act is taken bodily from 
the Hanlon Brothers’ “* Voyage en Suisse.’’ 
The newly married couple arrive at a 
Swiss hotel on their wedding journey, 
and find the four conspirators reinforced by a 
fifth, the Countess Gypsy, friend of de Gail- 
lac, already installed. They take possession 
of d’Alaly’s chamber and keep the poor Bene- 
dict on thorns until3 o’clock in the morning 
drinking and smoking and blowing soap-bub- 
bles. If the readerasks why d’Alaly does not 
throw them all out and go tobed, the reply 
is because there could then be no third act. 
After three months of married life spent at 
their chateau Les Epines, (rightly named for 
the husband, for he has not found it a bed of 
roses,) the couple, and their friends appear at 
the beginning of the fourth act at a chase.

To remove his 
wife from the fascination of the officer Bon- 
iface determines to send her to Orleans, 
where she is to remain until the Paris 
garrison is changed. Annibal hears of 
this scheme, bribes the coachman who 
is to take Friguette to-the station, mounts 
on his box, and drives Mme. Boniface 
to his apartment. When she finds out the 
trick Madame is very angry, for she really 
loves Boniface and bas no intention of being 
unfaithful to him. But when she gets away 
from Annibal a girl comes in bringing confec- 
tionery from Boniface’s establishment. This 
young girl is Isabelle, who is destined by her 
guardian to be Annibal’s wife; he has brought 
her from Evreux, und while he goes out to 
make some purchases he leaves her in the care 
of Bonitace. Then she hears tbat Annibal is 
sweet toward Madame, and off she goes to see 
what he is up to, taking along the confection- 
ery asan excuse. When she arrives at his 
rooms Mme. Boniface immediately jumps at 
the conclusion that Boniface is sweet toward 
Isabelle, especially as he hurried her off to Or- 
leans witheut a moment’s warning. So she 
listens to Annibal’s love-making. which is in- 
terrupted by the arrival of Boniface and Isa- 
belle’s guardian. Then everything is ex- 
plained satisfactorily. The piece has been 
very enthusiastically received, and it is likely 
to have a long run. 

Finally, we have the Princesse Pignatelli- 
Cerchiari to talk about. This lady made her 
début at the Scala the other evening. A real 
Princess was at the Scala. This lady isa 
half-sister of the Comtesse Potoki, whose hus- 
band, a wealthy Polish gentleman, is one of 
the upper ten. What is the explanation of 
this début ¢ Is it on account of poverty or a 
desire to make a demonstration? That is the 
question which is now being discussed. It is 
not a case, however, for any great manifesta- 
tion of sympathy, for the Princess has for 
some time belonged to a part of seciety which 
M. Alexandre Dumas has described in one of 
his most brilliant comedies. She has been 
divorced once or twice, and has run 
through a good bit of money. The Count, her 
brother-in-law, has paid her debts two or three 
times, but at last he got tired of doing so. The 
Princess, thinking to force his hand, has ac- 
cepted an engagement at the Scala, but at the 
present writing the Count has not budged. The 
Princess isnot a singer, and the Director of 
the Scala in engaging her is paying simply for 
her name, and using the scandal caused by her 
appearance as a means to draw a crowd to his 
theatre. When she made her first appearance 
the other evening there were hundreds 
of persons turned away, and the crowd has 
been enormous ever since. The titled lady 
sings only two or three times a week, but the 
crowd does not stop to ask; it rushes in, re- 
gardless of disappointment, to see a woman 
who has a right to wearacoronet. The Scala 
is one of the most important of the café-con- 
cert theatres in Paris. Situated in the Boule- 
vard de Strasbourg, it draws its audiences 
principally from the Marais quarter. The 

petit rentiers, clerks, counter-jumpers, con- 
citrges, lawyers’ clerks, &c,, make up the bulk 
of its ordinary visitors, but the other evening, 
when the Princess appeared for the first 
time, the audience was high in tone. 
The Princess had announced in a public 
letter that “ulcerated by the attitude 
and persecutions’ of her brother-in-law, 
she intended to throw her escutcheon aside 
and earn the money that he had refused to 
give her. This announcement gave the inter- 
ested ones a chance to take their seats in ad- 
vance, and the result was, as I have said, a 
very unusual audience for the Scala. The 
poor woman was hissed and hooted, but she 
did not seem to mind it. She robably knew 
before she went there what kind of an audi- 
ence she would have to face. She has been 
better received on her subsequent appearances, 
but as she is only a succés de curiosité she will 
soon go out of vogue. A sensation, however 
novel, soon grows old in Paris. 


SEARCHING FOR HER HUSBAND. 


THE SAD STORY OF DESERTION: TOLD BY

THE MUSIC FESTIVAL DIRECTOR. 


MAPLESON CLAIMS A CONTRACT BUT 
MR. ABBEY SIGNS ONE. 

“T tell you they cannot make any arrange- 
ment with Mr, Abbey,” exclaimed Co]. Mapieson, 
as he rammed his hands down in his pockets with 
more than ordinary vehemence. The Colonel's at- 
tention bad been called to the statement that Mr. 
Henry E. Abbey had signed a contract with George 
Ward Nichols to furnish the singers and orchestra 
for a musical festival in Cincinnati next February. 


**No, Sir; neither Mr. Nichols nor any other officer 
of the Cincinnati College of Music can make any 
contracts for a musical festival in that elty exeopt 
with me. Why. I assumed the greater part of the 
financial risk for the festival in 1880, and in the 
contract thet was then made there isa clause 
which provides that should the first festival bea 
success, all su uent festivals of that character 
should be direeted by me. My contract with the 
College of Music was to the effeet that all local 
expenses should be paid by that institution and 
two-thirds of the receipts should be paid to me. 
There is now $150,000 worth of scenery and 
properties in the Music Hall in Cincinnati in which 
I have a vested right. The managers of the col- 
lege could not think of using that without my 
permission, and [ shali certainly not give it to 
them.” 

‘““Youdo not propose to permit Mr. Abbey to 
manage the next musical festival in Cincinnati?’ 

“Of course not. I shall simply stand by my con- 
tract with tne College of Musio people.”’ 

“That means another injunction suit, does it 
not?’ 

** Well,” answered the Colonel deliberately, “I 
do not think that the Cincinnati folks will proeeed 
to extreme measures. They know very well that 
they sannot make any legal contract with any 
other manager than myself for the singers and or- 
chestra of the next festival. I look upon this as 
an effort to induce meto lower my terms, but I 
eannot doit. Col. Nichols telegraphed me some 
days ago that I could have the festival if I 
would take less than two-thirds of the receipts. 1 
refused to do that, and now they bring up Abbey 
to scare me, but lam not to be scared. y posi- 
tion is a strong one, and ean be maintained. Iam 
not particularly anxious to go to Cincinnati, put 
either1 will direct the festival there this Winter, 
or there'won't be any festival.” 

Mr. Henry E. Abbey was found last night by Tur 
Times's reporter at the Metropolitan Opera-house, 
where he wag criticising the grouping of the ballet 
in “ Traviata” from the front of the house. “I 
can anticipate your question,” said Mr. Abbev, 
smilingly, * and will proceed to answer it. I have 
signed a contract to-day with Col. George Ward 
Nichols, of the Cincinnati College of Music. The 
dooument was signed by him a coupie of days ago, 
and reached me this morning, when I signed it. 
By its terms I am to supply the entire lot of artists 
for the Cincinnati Festival in Februarv next, 
This festival is to be given during two weeks, and 
not like the last one, when they gave ten perform- 
ances in one week and had two supplementary 
nights. Weare to give next February twelve per- 
formances in two weeks. It is undoubtedly the 
principal musical event in America each year. 
What Mr. Mapleson says is a matter of the most 
supreme indifference to me. I positively decline 
to notice any of his remarks, as by so doing I 
should make it a personal matter, which is very far 
from my intention or desire. I am working purely 
in the interests of music, and not with the object of 
antagonizing Mr. Mapleson. Col. George Ward 
Nichols was in New-York last week. He saw my 
company and be saw Mr. Mapleson’s—that fact 
might be worth mentioning. I decline to make 

ublio the terms of my contract. I have not the 
east idea what Mr. Mapleson's terms are, and in 
signing this contract I have been actuated by my 
own views as to the transaction. I conduct my 
affairs simpiy on business prineiples. I want no 
personal warfare." 

“And what about Mr. Mapleson’s contract?” 
queried the reporter. 

“TI do not know anything at all about that,” 
said Mr. Abbey. ‘ Let me tell you onething. The 
Cincinnati College of Musio is above suspicion, and 
there is no question as to its reliability or its 
standing. That is the only point which could 
possibly interest me. My company will sing there 
next February. My contract is only fer the next 
Festival.”

WHERE MALARIA IS BRED 


THE UNDERGROUND STREAMS AND 
SWAMPS OF THE OITY. 
MADISON, WASHINGTON, AND TOMPKINS 
SQUARES DANGEROUS HOT-BEDS OF DIS- 

EASE AND DEATH. 


To a@ person unacquainted with the topog- 
raphy of Manhattan Island, the eltuation of the 
parks of this City would seem in every way admir- 
able—tho Battery, swept by sea breezes and washed 
by two great rivers, City Hall-square, a pleasant 
resting-place in the heart of the busy part of the 
City; Union and Madison squares, breaking the 
monotony of brick and mortar; Central and Mount 
Morris Parks, judielously combining nature’s work 
with that of the landscape gardener, and on either 
side of this central system, in the midst of a teem- 
ing population, Tompkins and Washington 
sguares. As a matter of fact, however, three of 
the parks named leave much to be desired, and an 
understanding of the Island as it was 75 years ago, 
or even at a less early period, would cause one to 


wonder at the false economy which guided the 
selection of these sites. 

Three of these squares—Washington, Tompkins, 
and Madison—are, instead of suitable breathing- 
pas for the population of tnis growing City, 
haunts of malaria and breeding-places of disease. 
Under these three squares struggie some of the 
most important of the old water-courses of the 
Island. They are choked up by refuse, but they 
are stiil streams. saturating the ground with mois- 
ture and exhaling from the surface unhealthy 
vapors. Unfitted by reason of these streams for 
dwelling-places and rejected by builders be- 
cause of their unfitness, these moist nreas 
were selected by the City for public squares 
because the land was cheap. The same 
unwise policy dictated the filling up of the 
streams instead of their proper maintenance, and 
one bas only to glance at the noe of epidemics in 
New-York to find the result. Time and again 
within the last 25 years attention has been called 
by the fatal prevalence of certain diseases in the 
neighborhood of these streams and by sanitary ex- 
perts to the suicidal licy of leaving the under- 
ground waters of this Isiand to care for them- 
selves, but the only practical result of these warn- 
ings has been the construction of 18 miles of arains 
in the district north of Fifty-ninth-street on the 
west side. It is encouraging to know that in the 


annexed district, through the co-operation of the 


Park Department and the Board of Health, syste- 
matic drainage of the orignal streams is now under 
Way. 

Attention was first ealled to the existenes of 
these underground streams in the settled portion 
of the Isiand in 1859. Four years previously Gen. 
Egbert L. Viele, the sanitary engineer, was em- 

loyed to make surveys and a plan for the Central 

ark. Inthe course of his work Gen. Viele dis- 
covered that a vory large portion of the proposed 
park was swampy. Knowing that salubrity was 
the basis of all improvements, he began a series of 
instrumental investigations and careful surveys to 
determine where the water which fed the swamps 
came from and where it.went. He found that the 
streams all arose from the perennial springs or 
ponds fed by springs. In looking fora means of 
draining the Park he found that where streets or 
avenues had been laid out and graded these 
streams had been intereepted, and that large 
bodies of water, covering sometimes blocks of 
ground, had formed. Insufficient oulverts 
had been put in im many places, and as a 
general rule they had caved in within a few 
months. In order to make these culverts, the bed 
of the stream had usually been filed in, and the 
eulverts were built on top. Actual surveys de- 
termined the location of miles of these streams in 
the upper partof the Island. At that time the 
City north of Forty-second-street’ was not built 
up, and the streams were generally free and open. 
Having discovered the condition of affairs in the 
upper part of the Island, Gen. Viele sought to 
ascertain from old maps what was the topograph- 
ioal character of the settled part of the City. In the 
library of the Historical Society he found a map of 


the lower part of the island drawn by royal engi- . 


neers during the British occupation. The map 
clearly proved, what Gen. Viele had suspected, that 
the lower part of the island, as well as the upper, 
was seamed with these neglected warer- 
courses. With this data and with his ac- 
tual surveys he made a map of the island 
indicating the streams and marshes. Ten years 
later an act was passed giving the Board of 
Health power to drain these streams. The prop- 
erty-owners along the streams objected to paying 
for the work, and managed to have the assess- 
ments broken, but not before the 10 miles of drains 
on the west side had been laid. Since then noth- 
ing has been done by the City, except that in some 
places “inverts” have been laid under the sewers 
and an attempt mde to carry off the water in that 
way. The success of the scheme is very question- 
able, andin some cases it has been found that the 
sewers have been broken and’ that the sewage has 
worked into the drain. 

In arecent article in Toe Trwes the course of the 
Minetta Water, the stream flowing under Wash- 
ington-square, Was desoribed. A creek of much 
importance flows under the north-east corner of 
Madison-square. It is formed by two branches 
uniting about 60 feet west of Broadway in the 
centre of the block, between West T'wenty-fourth 
and West Twenty-fifth streets. One branch 
has its source in the same block, about 
175 feet east of Sixth-ayenue, and flows east to the 
unction. The other rises about 250 feet west of 
‘ifth-avenue, between West T'wenty-second and 
West Twenty-third streets. 


west of Fifth-avenue, ana runs north to the point 
where it joins the other branch. The stream 
formed by the union of these two branches flows 
north, striking Broadway a little south of the 
south-west corner of that street and West Twenty- 
fifth-street. 
bounded by Broadway, West Twenty-fifth-street, 
Fifth-avenue, and West Twenty-sixth-street, about 
half-way between the avenue and Broadway, flows 
north and then north-east, and intersects the west 
line of Fifth-avenue a rew feet south of West 
Twenty-sixth-street. 
course, it leaves Fifth-avenue about 100 feet north 
of East Twenty-elxth-street and flows east to the 
centre of the block between East Twenty-sixth 
and East Twenty seventh streets, then flows south- 
east, coming out at East Twenty-sixth-street and 
Madison-square, about 150 feet west of Madison- 
avenue. Flowing across the north-cast eorner of 
the square, it crosses Madison-avenue to the east 
boundary of the square, about 75 feet south of 
East Twenty-fifth-street. Crossing the south-west 
corner of the block between East ‘lwenty-fifth and 
East Twenty-fourth streets, it intersects the north 
line of the latter street about 50 feet east of Madi- 
son-avenue, Flowing east along the north line of 
the street about 50 feet, it crosses the street 
diagonally and enters the block between East 
Twenty-fourth and East Twenty-third streets, 
about 125 feet east of Madison-avenue, A south- 
easterly course for about 125 feet bringsitto a 
point a little north-east of the eentre of the block. 
Here it makes a sharp turn to the north, and 
comes out again on East Twenty-fourth-street, 
half-way between Madison and Fourth avenues. 
Flowing east along the south line of that street to 
a point about 60 feet west of Fourth avenue, it 
crosses the street to the north-west corner of 
Fourth-avenue and East Twenty-fourth-street. 
From this point it flows east along and within the 
north line of East Twenty-fourth-street to a point 
about 150 feet east of Fourth avenue. Here it 
crosses in a south easterly direction to the south 
line of the street, which it intersects half-way be- 
tween Fourth and Lexington avenues, From this 
point the eourse is almost a straight line to a point 
about 75 feetsouth of East Twenty-second-street, 
and the same distanee east of Lexington-avenue, 
East Twenty-third-street is crossed about 100 
feet west of Lexington-avenue and the avenue 
from a point on its west line about 75 south of 
East Twenty-tbird-street to a point a little east of 
where its east line intersects the south line of East 
T'wenty-second-street. : 

From the point above mentioned as the termina- 
tion of the straight line in which the steam flows 
it runs east fora few feet and then turns north, 
crossing East Twenty-secoud-street 180 feet east 
of Lexington-avenue.

TRIAL'OF THE HYDROMOTOR. 
—_—->--—— 
CHANGES ‘IT MAY EFFECT IN METHODS OF 
PROPULSION FOR SHIPS. 
Berlin Letter to the London Times. 

A most interesting trial of an invention, 
which, in the opinion of the naval and technical 
authorities who witnessed it, promises to effect an 
important change in the propulsion of vessels of 
ali classes, was conducted on Oct. 11, on- the 
Elbe, near Dresden. The inventor, Dr. Emil 
Fleischer, has applied the principle of hydraulic 
reaction tu the propulsion of ships in a manner 
which, according to the testimony of officers of 
the German Imperial Navy like Admirals von 


Henck and Werner, is as simple as it is effective. 
lt does completely away with all risks from ac- 
cidents to rudder or machinery, for there need 
be no rudder, and there is scarcely any machinery; 
solves the problem of avoiding loss of power 
through transmission, for there is hardly any 
transmission, and, finally, reduces the perils of the 
seatoa minimum so far as injuries to the ma- 
chinery are concerned. For, as Admiral Werner 
explained, the same immense force that propels 
the vessel can, at a moment’s notice, be used to 
pump her so effectively that she would remain 
afloat with a considerable leak ‘in her bottom; 
while in case of fire there would be no difficulty in 
quenching it. Besides the two Admirals above 
mentioned, there were present at the trial M. 
Dauzats, of Paris, as representative of M. de Les- 
seps; Messrs. Howald, of Kiel, who are among 
the largest s'eam-ship and engine builders in Ger- 
many, and who have built a sea-going vessel on the 
same principle for Dr. Fleischer, (in which, accom- 
panied by Admiral Werner, he made a successful 
trip in very rough weather to Copenhagen and 
back to Kiel;) Mr. Sulzbach, the eminent banker 
of Frankfort-on-the-Main, and several other gen- 
tlemen interested in the invention. 

The vessel, named the Hydromotor is 60 métres 
long by 7 métres broad, draws 0.60 métres, and is 
throughout constructed of iron. The navigation 
of the Elbe near Dresden presents many obstacles 
in the shallows and rapids which occur at frequent 
intervals. Nolselessly and without any oscillation 
did the large yessel—large as compared with the 
steam-craft plying on that part of the river—after 
the simple turniag of a lever by the Captain on the 
bridge, -ommence Its trial trip, stemming the cur 
rent and keeping an even course under the pie 
turesque right bank of theriver, The only noise 
audibie was that of the rushing of the water from 
the tubes, fixed a little above the level of the river, 
and nearly amidships, on both sides of the vessel. 
Another turnof the leverand tne action was re- 
versed. The vessel comes to a dead stop in less 
By the alternate use of the 
levers she may be turned round on an almost sta 
tionary pivot. The Captain handles the levers on 
his bridge independent of all communication with 
the engine-room, The gentlemen present watched 
the trial with the utmost interest. Arrangements 
are now being madeto apply the invention ona 
very large seale. The opinion of Admiral von 
Henek regarding the hydromotor is as follows:

EXHIBITION OF A NEW METHOD OF RUN- 
NING CARS BY AN ENDLESS BAND. 

A little tin street car with ‘‘The Future” 
painted on its sides ran around a miniature track 
laid in the shape of the figure 6 in a shop at No. 
258 West Twenty-eighth-street yesterday. The 
track was double part of the way and single the 
remainder. Following the course of the track on 
either side and rising above it were pillars some- 
thing like those used on the elevated railways, 
with cross-pieces connecting them. An endless 
steel band in motion ran and returned along 
the elevated structure, like a cable. It 
was held in place by brass shoulders along 


the upper side, which fitted into doubie 
grooved wheels fastened to the oross-pieces. 
¢ a the lower side of the band was a row of little 
> es. An iron pole, like a wagon tongue, called a 

raught bar, ran up from the car to the band, and 
on the upper end of it was a grip, On one side of the 
grip Was a wheel, out of which pegs were sticking. 
The pegs went through the holes in the band. The 
opposite wheel was grooved to allow the pegs to 
run init. Back of this arrangement and connect- 
ed with it was the grip proper, with leather faces 
which clutched the smooth face of the band. The 
grip to pull the car along was adjusted by a 
hand lever from the platform of the oar, and 
another lever alongside of the first set the brake 
underneath. The machine was exhibited by 
George A. Dubreuil and Richard Gornall, of Balti- 
more, the inventors. Mr. Dubreuil said’ the com- 
mon street cars could be used. The only chaage 
to be made in the brake was to substitute a rod 
for the chain. Provision was made for taking up 
the slack in the band, and if the band broke the 
machinery was at once stopped automatical- 
ly. Surface roads could be fitted up with the 
system for from $10,000 to $15,000 a mile, and the 
Brooklyn bridge could be supplied with it for $15,- 
000. The iron frame-work already up could be 
used, and the light frame-work for the remainder 
of the distance would cost very little. Mr. Du- 
breuil expected Chief Engineer Martin of the 
bridge up to see the system. The plan, he ssid, 
could be used on the elevated roads by inverting 
it, and the elevated structure could be used for 
surface cars underneath. 

Engineer Martin, of the bridge, said he had re- 
ecived no invitation up to the present time, put 
would like to see the system. he expansion of 
the band, he thought, would be likely to bring the 
holes out of place. The wire in the bridge cables 
was required to stretch 5 percent., and the working 
of the cable was perfectly satisfactory.

THE LINCOLN MONUMENT. 


—_———~——__——_ 
WHEREABOUTS OF THE FUND COLLECTED 
IN AID OF ITS ERECTION. 
From the Washington Star. 

In answer to inquiries as to what disposi- 
tion has been made of the national Lincoln mon- 
umeut fund, it san be stated that what remains of 
that fund is now and has been for many years in 
charge of United States Treasurer Wyman, and 
the papers and accounts conneeted with the same 


are carefully locked up in the Treasury Depart- 
ment. It will be remembered that the project of 
erecting a national monument in honor of the mar 
tyred President was started in 1867, and an as- 
sociation rormed for advancing the project, of 
which James Harlan was President, Mr. Edmunas, 
late Postmaster, Secretary, and Gen. F. E. Spin- 
ner, Treasurer. The idea was to have the monn- 
ment, with Lincoln as a central figure, surrounded 
,by anumber of prominent Unionists, placed on 
the east front of the Capitol. Contributions. were 
solicited, and about $19,500 was collected in all. 

The expenses, however, were correspondingly 
large, so that in 1871 (since when there has been no 

increase in receipts or expenditures) the surplus 
on hand was only about $1,500. The fund 
has been invested and_ reinvested ~ since 
then unti! it amounts to nearly $2,600, 

The present investments are in District 
8.65 bonds. Mr. Clark Mills, the sculptor, designed 

models for the memorial monument, and they are 
aaid to have been very artistic and beautiful. For 
this work he was paid sums of money at different 
times, amounting in all to $5,500. This made a 
pretty big hole In the not very well filled treasury. 

Another heavy drain was the paying out of the 

association funds for the clothing lost by the 
guests at the famous inaugural ball held in the: 
Treasury Department in 1869, The receipts 
signed by those who lost their and 
wraps at this bali show that the ex- 
pense to the association for lost clothing 
alone was $1,897 50.

» COMPLIOATING THE SUITS AGAINS? 
NORTHERN PAOILFI1O. 
THE INJUNCTIONS DISSOLVED IN THE UNITEL 
STATES COURT—WHY THE PLAINTIF¥S 
DID NOT APPEAR AND WHAT THEY 
CLAIM, 


The suits of William H. Field and John J. 
Bra dley against the Northern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany and its Directors, which were recently re- 
moved from the Superior Court here to the United 
States Circuit Court, on the petition of the de- 
fendants, were betore Judge Wallace, imthe Circuit 
Court, yesterday. The defendants moved for the va- 
cation of the orders made by Judge O’Gormanin the 
Superior Court, by which they were temporarily 
restrained from putting a second mortgage on the 
property of the railroad company and directed to 
show cause why the injunction should not be con- 
tinued. As nobody appeared in opposition, the 


‘motions were granted by default. The reason 
why the plaintiffs did not appear was that their

A SPOT MADE FAMOUS IN THE COLONIAL 
HISTORY OF CONNECTICUT. 

New-Haven, Nov. 5,—In the rocky town- 
sbip of Ledyard, in New-London County, away up 
among the ledges and white oak forests, and near- 
ly 20 miles from Long Island Sound, lies Pine 
Swamp, a section of country nearly two miles 
square, singularly beautiful, but made up of 
morasses and quicksands as treacherous as the 
Florida Everglades. Itis a lovely tract, eovered 
with black ooze mud and water, and thickly 
studded with tall, silvery-green white pines. 
In the centre of the swamp is Pequot Isl- 
and, a little sugar-loaf, scarcely half an acre 
in extent, which rises up nearly 50 feet 
out of the water, and is also covered with 
pines. From the rocky heights surrounding this 
peculiar forest the eye glances over the tops of the 
green trees singing and sighing in the winds, and 


the seene is one of strange beauty, being literally 
that of an emeraid plain, witn its green sugar-loaf 
far outin the centre, a. picturesque promontory. 
The swamp has another attractive feature. It is 
the only locality in Connecticut where rhododen- 
dron, that tall, soraggy laurel, with its tropical 
foliage and magnificent pink, purple, and gold 
blossoms, is found. In the flowering season, pine 
swamp is haunted by the rhododendron-hunters for 
many miles around. The swamp has a famous 
State and Colonial history.: It is soon to be de- 
nuded of its attractive growths, a fact which has 
occasioned considerable talk in that part of the 
State, and which revives some of the ancient tales 
connected withit. The mortgagees of this curious 
piece of property are to foreclose upon it and it 
willsoon pass under the anctioneer’s hammer. 
For years it has been in the hands of conserva- 
tive inhabitants, who would as soon have had their 
own limbs out off asto have seen one of these 
trees felled. Ledyard people love the swamp. 

Ever since its settlement New-London has been 
a commercial port of greater or lesser importance. 
Her early colonist ship-builders, back in the sixteen 
hundreds, depended upon pine swamps for the 
masts and spars for their vessels. It was regarded 
as a spot of the greatest importance by them, and 
was known throughout the Connecticut eolony as 
“Mast Swamp.” For more than a century and 
until the facilities for reaching far-off ports had 
been acquired, Mast Swamp furnished the spars 
for all the vessels that were built both on the Con- 
necticut and Long Island shores of the Sound. Of 
such importance did New-London regard it, that 
when, in the last century, the aneient town of 
Groton, on the opposite bank of the Thames River, 
was set off from the mother town the town fathers 
of the latter city reserved full privilege and access 
to Mast Swamp. Then. as now, the only means of 
getting timber out of thisswamp was in the Winter 
season, when both the mud and water were frozen 
solid enough to bear the weight of ox teams and 
wood choppers. The ship carpenters used to go in 
and select their timber, which was cut down and 
hauled to the edge of the swamp and made use of 
when required. asts were taken from there not 
longer ago than 1820, and the late war of the 
rebellion was the cause of its being almost com- 
pletely stripped of its growth. The lapse of time 
and nature's efforts, however, have restored the 
swamp to its former glory. 

Pequot Island derives its name from the Pequot 
Indians. Soon after the destruction of the Mystic 
Fort of the Pequots by Major Mason, in the early 
colonial days, a ragged remnant of this aboriginal 
tribe, under the leadership of a Pequot brave, 
Squirrel Tooth, ashe was known to the whites, 
made themselves particularly obnoxious along the 
east bank of the Thames River. At last the whites 
determined to punish them, and with their trusty 
fiint-locks succeeded in driving Squirrel Tooth’s 
party into Pine Swamp. The orafty Indian, by 
means of aserpentine path which was unknown 
to the whites, and which {fs still in existence, led 
his little band to safety in the Sugar-loaf Island, 
where he was able to maintain a successful de- 
fense for a time. The colonists were too much 
for him, however, for they resorted to the scheme 
of penning him up on the island and starving him 
into submission. The Pequots were held there 
for more than a week, until they finally pegsed 
for quarters. There were more than W of them. 
They were allowed to come ashore, where the 
men were bound hand and feet, and taken tothe 
mouth of New-London harbor in a sloop, and there 
driven overboard. The squaws and children were 
placed in bondage to the whites. 

Some of the old apne in Ledyard tell 
the story now, which they heard at their mother's 
knee, of a horror which occurred in the swamp in 
the year 1760. Hezekiah Morgan, the young son 
and heir of the wealthiest resident of yard 
Centre at that time, pursued a bear one day in the 
early Winter into the swamp. He had discharged 
his flint-lock at the animal three times, but had only 
succeeded in crippling it, and it still made quite 
rapid progress. Determining to close with the 
beast, he threw away his gun, drew a dirk-knife 
which he carried in his belt, and, darting forward, 
grasped the animal by the fore leg and endeayored 
to inflict a fatal biow. In some way the bear ob- 
tained the mastery, the knife was sent spinning 
away on the frosty snow glade, and the young man 
was at the mercy of the animal. As they joined in 
the death struggle a cracking sound resounded 
through the forest, the icy crust beneath the strug- 
giing pair became separated, and, yawning apart, 
allowed them to sink slowly in a quicksand. Next 
day frozen bubbles, a whining hound on the brink 
of the fatal hole,and the discarded gun and the 
xnife several rods away, told a fateful story to the 
distractea mother and a party of settiers who were 
searching for the young man. His body was never 
recovered. 

A short distance from the southern entrance to 
thisswamp stands a monster pine, in the top of 
which a pair of fish hawks have reared their 
young with each succeeding year, ever since the 
swamp has been known to the white man. Though 
miles away from the shore, these birds appreciate 
the security which the selection of their home in 
the swamp gives.them. Many an aspiring youth 
and nota few men have endeavored to rald their 
nest, but the feat hasnever been accomplished. 
The pine is very old. It is nearly three feet in di- 
ameter at the base, and risesto the height of its 
surrounding companions before it puts forth a 
limb. And then, towering head and shoulders 
above the rest, its top unfolds intoapaim shape. 
In the very centre of the limbs is the nest-mound, 
fully 80 feet from the ground, into which new mate- 
rial has been incorporated with every season, until 
now} it is simply a huge black mass, almost filling 
the top of the tree, and is an eyesore to every am- 
bitiouslad in the township. Heaps of fish bones, 
the accumulations of decades, lie rotting about 
the roots of this monarch of the swamp which 
seems to stagger feebly, though proudly, under its 
curious load.

HOW TELESCOPES ARE MADE. 


THE MANUFACTURE OF LENSES IN EUROPE 
AND THIS COUNTRY. 

Prot. J. K. Rees, of Columbia College, lec- 
tured last night in the hall of the Packer Collegiate 
Institute, Brooklyn, to an audience of about 600 
people. The subject of the lecture was ‘‘ The 
Great Telescopes of the World,” and!it was illus- 
trated with dissolving views. The Professor read 


from manuscript in an easy and clear voice, and 
dressed his thoughts in simple and appropriate 
language, using but very few technical terms. 
He began with a description of the manu- 
facture of the different parts of the modern 
telescope, describing minutely the process of 
grinding the lenses. In America this is done by 
means of an iron polisher, made to fit the convex 
of the lens as near as possible. The inside of this 
polsiins fron is coated with pitch, and the§ glass, 
aving been first roughly ground, is placed jnside. 
and the workman walks around the polisher 
pressing on the lens. In Europe the polishing is 
done by machinery, the lens being held against 
the revolving polisher. This, it is claimed, insures 
a more uniform surface, but experience has de- 
monstrated that no lensesas yet made have given 
sue general satisfaction as those ground 
by Alvin Clark, of Cambridge, Mass., and 
all glasses from him are ground by hand. It seems 
singuiar, thinking of the fame that this man now 
nreys, that it was in another country he first 
gained a reputation for fine work. Alvin Clark 
was & portrait-painter, and took up the study of 
optics asa diversion. For 10 years he turned oat 
giasses without attracting any notice, but at last 
the merit of his lenses was published by English 
astronomers. Just before the outbreak of the war 
Prof. Barnard, pow President of Columbia College 
and then the head of the University of Missis- 
sippi, gave Alvin Clark an order for a lens 15 
inches in diameter. The rebellion prevented 
the sending of the glass to Mississippi, and 
finally it was bought for the Dearborn 
Observatory of Chicago, where it nowis. Itisa 
singular fact that New-York City, occupying the 
commercial supremacy which it does, cannot 
boast of anything in the line of astronomical re- 
search; but it is hoped that in the near future 
some one will endow an observatory which will 
be @ monument more enduring to the donor's 
memory than the commonplace successes of Jife. 
The views with which the jecture was i!lustrated 
embraced photographs of the primitive appliances 
of the Chaldean shepberds for determining the 
equinoxes, the telescopes of Galileo and Her- 
schel, and Tyco Brihe’s observatory on the 
Island of Huen. Amone the famous mod- 
ern instruments were shown thé mammoth 
refractors in the Naval Observatory and at Prince- 
ton College, and the reflectors at Paris and Mel- 
bourne. In conclusion, the speaker, after men-

ANCIENT TALES OF PINE SWAMP.| THE HEALTH OF THE ARMY

POINTS FROM THE REPORT OF 
THE SURGHON-GENERAL. 
STATISTICS SHOWING THE NATURE OF DIS- 
ABILITIES AMONG THE TROOPS—THE 
LIBRARY AND THE MUSEUM. 


Wasnincton, Nov. 5.—The report of the 
Surgeon-General of the army for the fiscal year 
ended June 380, 1883, prepared by the late Surgeon- 
General Crane, was made public to-day. In a 
ebapter on the health of the army during the fis- 
osl year, the report says: ‘‘Among the white 
troops the total number of cases of al) kinds taken 
on the sick list was 87,697, being at the rate of 
1.802 per thousand of mean strength, an increase 
of 128 cases per thousand over the number report- 
ed for the previous year, and 68 per thousand over 
the average decennial rate of admission. The 
total number of deaths from all causes reported 
among the white troops was 214, or 10 per thon- 
sand of mean strength. The total number 
of white soldiers reported to have been 
discharged the service for disability was 879, 
Among the colored troops the total number of 
cases of all kinds reported was 4,689. The total 
number of deaths of colored soldiers reported from 
all causes was 26. The total number of colored 
soldiers reported to have been discharged for disa- 
bility was 101. The total number of cases 
reported among the Indian scouts was 44, 
and the total mumber of deaths was 2. 
Diseases of the respiratory organs stand first in 


numerical importance, of which about 64 per cent, 
are eatarrhs of the, upper air passages. Extremes 
of variationin temp-rature will. account in part 
for the frequeney of these diseases, but to a larger 
extent insufficient ventilation of barracks and 
dormitories as well as irregular and unequal dis- 
tribution of artificial heat during cold weather 
must be held responsible. Wounds, injuries, an 
accidents stand,second on the list of eauses im- 
pairing the eftedtiveness of the army. The large 
number reeorded in this class may probably be at- 
tributed to the use of troops in mechanieal and 
laborious employments which form so large a pro- 
portion of the soldier’s duties. As an indication 
of the peculiar hardships to which our troops 
are exposed, the rates of admission for 
wounds, aecidents, and juries are 122 
per thousand higher than those reported for the 
German Army, and 142 per thousand higher than 
the decennial rate of the British Army. It is 
interesting to note that the colored troops make a 
eigen yr favorable showing in the sma)! num- 

er of admissions for alcoholism and its results, 
exhibiting, as they do. a rate of only 4 per thou- 
sand to a rate of 76 per thousand of mean strength 
among the whites. On the other hand, in diseases 
of the nervous system they have an unexplained 
preponderance. 

The number of recruits reported to have been 
examined by army medical officers and private 
physicians during the year is 5,964 white, 426 black, 
and 247 Indian scouts. The total number of rejec- 
tions was for white 2,063. or 346 per thousand of 
the number examined, and for black 131, or 307 per 
thousand; Indian scots, none. 

The additions to the library during the past year 
include 8,912 volumes and about 5.000 pamphlets, 
making the total number in the collection about 
60,000 volumes and 68.700 pamphlets. Six hundred 
and thirty-eight specimens were added during the 
last fiscal year to the collection of the Army Medical 
Museum. Ninety-four of these were purchased, 
and 544 were contributions either by medica! offi- 
—= of the army or by civil practitioners and other 
citizens. 


THE KILBOURN CASE ARGUMENTS. 

Wasuineton, Nov. 5.—The arguments be- 
fore the jury in the suit of Hallet Kilpourn against 
ex-Sergeant-at-Arms John G. Thompson for $850,- 
000 damsges for false imprisonment were begun 
to-day.

ages. If the jury found, he said, that the de- 
fendant, as Sergeant-at-Arms, was acting in obedi- 
ence to an order of the House, and inthe honest 
belief that he was discharging his duty as an order 
of the House, and without malice, the plaintiff was 
not entitled to vindictive damages. In estimating the 
compensating damages, the jury could allow for 
the personal inconvenience, bodily and mental 
suffering inflicted upon the plaintiff, and for ex- 
penses incurred in being restored to heath. If 
they found that the plaintiff's time had a pecani- 
= value to him, they could allow for the time of 
which he had been deprived, but they should not 
award damages for speculative or conjectural 
gains that he might have made if not confined. 

After some discussion among counsel it was 
agreed that the case would probably be closed by 
recess to-morrow. Mr. Totten then opened the 
case.

WHEN SUICIDE DOES NOT INVALIDATE AN 
INSURANCE POLICY—THE POWER OF

No, 47—C, A, Arthur, Collector, plaintiff in error, vs. 
Henry Pastor et al.—In error to the Circuit Court of 
the United States forthe Soutnern District of New- 
York.—The controversy in this case relates to the 

wroper duty on washed wool imported in 1876. The 

Oliector, in accordance with his construction of title 
83 of the Kevised Statutes, schedule L, exacted dut 
as follows: On 3,204 pounds, at 20 cents per pound, 
#658 80; on 81,627, (its value washed,) at 22 per cent., 
$357 94; total, $1,016 74. The importer’s calculation 
was on 3,204 pounds, at 20 cents per pound, $668 80; on 
ssl’ 50, (unwashed value,) at 22 per cent., $178 97; total 

3857 77. This court holds that the importer’s un“er- 
standing of the law is correct, and that the Collector 
erred in apparently assuming that the same number 
of pounds of unwashed wool would be worth as much 
as washed wool—a supposition inconsistent with the 
fact, as admitted, and with the evident meaning of 
the law. The law declares that the duty upon a given 
quantity of washed wool shall be twice the amount 
of duty to which it would be subjected if 
imported unwashed. If the rule adopted ~ the 
Collector should prevail, the amount of the 
ad valorem auty on 100 pounds of washed wool would 
be four times asgreat as that upon 100 pounds of un- 
washed wool, for the duty would not only be doublea, 
but would be assessed upon double the value of the 
wool in ite unwashed condition. This is contrary to 
the plain intent of the law. The judgment of the Cir- 
cuit Court in favor of the importer is affirmed, with 
costs. Opinion by Justice Matthews. The provision 
of the old tariff, to which construction is given In the 
above case remains unchanged in the new tariff, so 
that the decision has a present and prospective, as 
well as a retrospective, effect. 

No. 76—Henry Newman, plaintiff? in error, vs. C. A. 
Arthur, Collector.—In error to the Circuit Court of the 
United States for the Southern District of New-York. 
—This is another Customs case, and the question in- 
volved is the proper rate of duty upon a cotton cloth 
known as “ cotton Italians,”’ which is extensively used 
for coat linings. The Collector exacted duty at the 
rate of 54% cents per square yard and 20 per cent. 
ad valorem under clause third of the schedule 
A. (section 2,604 Revised Statutes.) The im- 

orter maintained that the goods should pay only 
3S per cent. ad valorem, as ‘‘ manufactures of cotton 
not otherwise provided for.’ This court sustains the 
action of tng Ollector, and holds that “ cotton Ital- 
ians,” althodgh not exerenety named in the law, come 
clearly within the description of clause 3, schedule 
A, a3 cotton goods exceeding 200 threads to the square 
inch, counting the warp andffilling. colored, stained, 
painted, or printed. The judgment of the Circuit 
Court in favor of the Collector is affirmed, with cosis, 
Opinion by Justice Matthews. 

No. 538—The United States, appellant, vs. Joseph W. 
Fisher ; and No, 850, Thé United Statcs, appellant. vs. 
Charles Mitcheli,—~Appeals from the Court of Claims. 
The decision of the court in these two cases has been 
awaited with more than usual interest, for the rea- 
son that they were supposed to involve the right and 
pouee of Congress to regulate the salaries of United 

tates officers from year to year by means of ap- 
propriation bills, regardless of previous statutes 
definitely fixing the compensation to which such off- 
cers should be entitled. ihe first of the cases is that 
of the Chief-Justice of Wyoming, whose salary was 
fixed by statute at 83, perannum. This statute 
was Dever ateany time repealed, but Congress in the 
legislative, executive, and judicial appropriation 

bills of 1877, 1578 and 1879 anpropstased for the 
salary of ‘the Chief-Justice o yoming only 
$2,600 annually, and added that this should 
be “in full compensation” for his services. 
Chief-Justice Fisher believing himself to be entitled 
to the whole $3,000 per annum fixed as the salary of 
his office by an unrepealed and existing statute, 
brought suitin the Court of Claims to recover the 
amount of the deficiency, and obtained a pro forma 
judgment in his favor. The court reverses that judg: 
ment on the ground that the act fixing his salary was 
not @ contract with him; that Congress had full 
power at any time to change the rate of compensa- 
tion, and that it was the evident intention of Congress 
in the several appropriation bills mentioned to sus- 
pend the earlier atatute fixing his salary at 
83,000, and reduce that salar durin the 
time covered by _ such appropriation bills to 
32,600 per annum.

salary. The effect of the oe decision seems to be 
to confirm the power of Congress to regulate, by 
means of appropriation bills. and without any separ- 
ate and specific legisiation, a)l salaries over which it 
has control, and to change every year the salary of 
every otlicer of the Government except the President 
and Judges of the Federal courts, by merely chang- 
~~ the amount appropriated for the paymeni of that 
ofticer, and adding that the sum provided shall be 
“in full compensation.”

It should not be forgotten that the people 

are to have an opportunity to express their 
opinion to-day on the question of abolishing 
contract labor in the prisons. - Trustworthy 
advices indicate that in the country districts, 
where the burden of taxation is more se- 
verely felt and where purblind labor agi- 
tators have less influence, the vote will be 
strongly against the proposition. « The dan- 
ger is that in the City the agitators against 
prison labor will be active, while those 
who are not in sympathy ‘with - them 
will not take interest enough in the 
matter to vote. upon it at all It in- 
volves not only the question, of ‘ adding 
half a million to the burden of State taxes 
but that of upsetting and demoralizing the 
whole business of prison management. A 
favorable vote will afford a’ pretext for 
abolishing contracts, while an adverse one 
will leave the matter where it is and put 
upon the Legislature the responsibility that 
belongs to it of dealing with the whole sub- 
jcct of prison labor in a careful and con- 
servative manner. Hasty and ill-considered 
action can only be mischievous and should 
not be encouraged. Vote against the propo- 
sition to abolish contracts and compel legis- 
lators to do their duty instead of shirk- 
ing it. 





The swindling pension attorneys whose 
rascality has been exposed in Washington 
are trying to create an impression that some 
one in the Interior Department is able and 
willing to shield them. It may be that 
these swindlers—some of whom have grown 
rich—have friends in the department who 
will do all they can to protect them. The 
Post Office Department once held scores 
of active and powerful friends of 
the star route thieves. But there 
seems to be no reason to believe that Secre- 
tary TELLER is unwilling to support Com- 
missioner DupLey in the good work that he 
isdoing.

CreEGAN 
has set up a dummy candidate for the As- 
sembly, his purpose being to attract to him 
the votes of respectable Republicans, while 
effective aid is given to re-elect the notorious, 
Frank B. Sprnoua. The other Democratic 
candidate is Peter F. Murray, a respect- 
able and intelligent compositor, who ran last 
year within a few hundred votes of Sprnoua.

FirzGERALD is 
an able and upright man who has made a 
good record, while CuLLun, who is a Dep- 
uty Sheriff, has no qualification by ability 
or,character for the position. 

The main consideration for the Republi- 
cans in this deal is Tammany assistance for 
the election of Bropsxy to the Senate from 
the Seventh District and ALLEN from the 
Tenth. - In the former DuGro is to be sacri- 
ficed in the hope-of defeating Daty, 
who has made perhaps a better record 
than any other Democratic , Senator 
from this City. . Bropsxky is JoHNNy 
O’Brrien’s~ man,’ and his election will 
be no gain to the Republican Party or 
‘to respectable politics.

THE DANVILLE FRACAS. 

It must be admitted that the state of 
things that now prevails in Virginia is most 
remarkable so far as the relations of the 
two races are concerned. Last Saturday 
night, during a time of political excitement, 
and while great crowds were passing through 
the streets of Danville, Va., an altercation 
arose between a white man and a colored 
man.

The state of society that makes pos- 
sible a fracas like this is certainly deplora- 
ble. The whites aver that they are powerless, 
outnumbered, and wholly at the mercy of a 
vulgar, brutal, and ignorant negro majority. 
Ou the other hand, the colored people say 
that they are systematically kept in the same 
abject position that they occupied during 
the days of slavery, and that every attempt 
to secure what they consider to be their 
lawful rights is seized upon by their white 
superiors as a signal for a servile uprising, a 
revolution which must be suppressed at all 
hazards.

AUSTRALIAN CONFEDERATION. 

That the English colonies in Australia 
are bound, sooner or Jater, to form a confed- 
eration which shall have charge of their 
common interests, and particularly of their 
general relations to the mother country and 
the policy of Great Britain toward foreign 
nations in the southern seas, has long been 
evident, The number of the colonists is not 
80 great as to require this, but their pecul- 
iar character, with its vigorous. and 
patient energy, its mature intelligence, 
and its solid assurance of capacity 
to work out a wonderful future, makes 
them a factor in the British Empire which 
cannot forever be deprived of its full value 
by the maintenante of political separation. 
There are as yet but about 3,000,000 of 
them, and they’ have fairly occupied only 
the fringe of the’ vast island continent, 
which, in spite of its desert ‘spaces, has re- 
sources of almost incalculable value and 
variety, but they have already made a degree 
of progress that is nearly if not quite un- 
rivaled. The foreign trade of these 
3,000,000 of Englishmen on the further 
side of the globe is $500,000,000, or one-half 
that of the American Union, with its 50,000,- 
000 of people; and equal to that of Spain, 
Norway, Sweden, and Denmark, in Europe, 
with 25,000,000 of population. It is greater 
in value than the entire foreign trade of the 
mother country fifty years ago, and it em- 
ploys a mercantile marine twice as large as 
that which at that period had already made 
England the Queen of the Seas. While their 
situation makes the foreign commerce of the 
colonies necessarily of greater importance 
relative to their internal trade than is the 
casein this country, the facts above cited are 
extremely significant. 

Recently the colonies ‘both on the north- 
ern and southern edges of the Australian 
Continent have been deeply stirred by 
projects of the annexation of the neigh- 
boring islands. Queensland, it will be re- 
membered, sent out a formal expedition to 
take possession of New-Guinea, subject, of 
course, to the approval of the home.Gov- 
ernment, which was very promptly refused. 
One reason for this refusal was undoubtedly 
that the project ‘was: mixed up’ with 
one for the annexation of the New-Heb- 
rides. Lord Dery very properly declined 
at one and the same moment to assume the 
responsibility of all the Australian ambitions 
with reference to the Southern seas. And, 
in referring to the expressed desire of the 
colonies" to‘assume their share of any ex- 
pense to which the proposed policy should 
subject the empire, he suggested that feder- 
ation would be a necessary. step to make any 
such guarantee valuable. In the meantime, 
as to New-Guinea, the home Government‘ 
would say that it must. regard as unfriendly 
the occupation of New-Guinea by any other 
power. . With this assurance the Australians 
must for the present be content, but they 
have already taken actionon the hint as well. 

A conference of delegates from the various 


‘colonies will be held ‘at Sydney in the latter 


part of this month to consider the now in- 


‘timately connected subjects of federation, 


and annexation. Heretofore one of the chief: 
difficulties-in the way of federation has been 
the obstinate adhesion of Victoria, the 
wealthiest of the colonies, to the policy of 
protection. With a relatively small territory 
and a relatively large town population, Vic- 
toria has believed that it could build up 
its industries more rapidly by shutting 
out or impeding foreign competition. — Its 
progress has undeniably been rapid and 
great, but of late years it has seen its neigh- 

bors overtaking it with a steadily accelerat- 

ing pace, and the position of leadership 

which it held for so long has been for some 

time threatened. How far the views of the 

colonists of Victoria have been changed as 

to the direct question of the tariff it is dif- 

ficult at this distance to determine, but the 

appearance of a new interest which it has.in 

common with the other colonies, and which 

is irreconcilable with a separate commercial 

policy, cannot fail to have its influence. 

The Australians desire annexation of the 
adjacent islands for several reasons. With 
reference to the New-Hebrides it is based on 
the fear that they may be taken by France 
and serve as a new depot for banished crim- 
inals, a class of settlers of which Australia 
has had quite as much experience as it can 
desire. But with reference to the others 
there is & general wish that they may not 
become the base of warlike operations 
against the English colonies, and the more 
definite and practical wish that their native 
population may be utilized for the supply of 
cheap labor. This is already done to some 
extent, but in a manner open to many 
abuses, which could undoubtedly be better 
regulated by a federated government.

MR. IRVING AS LOUIS XI. 

Casimir Delavigne’s Louis XL done intoa 
queer sort of melodramatic English, between hait- 
ing blank verse and prancing prose, like the Louis 
XI. of most readers of English, is derived from 
“Quentin Durward.” The meanness, the vindictive- 
ness, the superstitious terrors and the supersti- 
tious propitiations, even Gossip Tristan, the bang- 
man, and Gossip Oliver, the barber, reappear in the 
play, and the colors of the King’s character are 
laid on considerably thicker than Scott’s brush- 
work, which is not noticeable for subtlety. 

The play of Louis XI. is thus distinctly melo- 
dramatio, and the part of Louis XI. is distinctly a 
“ character part.” This epithet carries the notion 
ofa character unbalanced, excessive, grotesque; of 
a personified trait or group of traits. rather than of 
aman. There is nothingin the character to ap- 
pealto human sympathy, as there is in the mild 
and pathetic dignity of Mr. Wills’s Charles L 
Mr. Irving’s presenation of that character, 
consistent and ingeniously elaborated as {it was, 
seemed to mark his limitations very snarply as an 
actor who is unfailingly interesting, indeed, and 
who may be very impressive and striking, but who 
cannot be tender or winning. And this, as we 
have said, js a limitation not of intellect, but of 
temperament. The less a character appeals to 
sympathy the better we shall expect Mr. Irving to 
play it. 

Louis XL, at any rate, is removed from the pos- 
sibility of human sympathy, and in it Mr. Irving 
last night made the most pronounced success lie 
has thus far achieved. There is no scene perhaps 
in which the same kind of power as that with 
which in ‘* The Bells” he holds his audience for an 
act inasoliloguy. On the other hand, a dramatic 
sketch of terror like Mathias is not to be com- 
pared to a careful, consistent, and elaborate por- 
traiture like Louis XI. Charles I. is a portrait of 
equal pretentiousness and of equal elaboration. 
But Mr. Irving’s Charles I. is an interesting failure; 
his Louis XI. is a striking success. 

When he first appears the King is past. crimes of 
ambition, and lives in constant dread of death and 
in constant suspicion of conspiracies against the 
life which he has forfeited by his crimes. The 
Presentment of this senile suspiciousness is 
astonishingly impressive. It is seconded by all 
the stage arts possible. His make-up is as 
perfect in its kind as that of Charles I., and 
nobody would imagine the actor to be the same as 
the actor in either of the other parts which he has 
presented. But the very mannerisms of voice and 
walk which deform. Charles I. enhance the impres- 
siveness of Louis XI. and seem parts of the char- 
acter. But the verisimilitude here goes much 
deeper than the make-up. There is the senile gar- 
rulity and the senile impatience of gar- 
rulity, the senile chuckle over § success- 
ful strokes of business. And this char- 
acter is deepened as the play advances. The 
occasional expressions of energy are spasmodio, 
and after each the patient relapses into astill more 
listless apathy, and this decay is progressive until 
the death scene, which is the strongest and most 
impressive piece of realism that Mr. Irving has yet 
given us. 

More even than in Charles I., the audience last 
night had occasion to admire the perfection of 
stage management and the completeness of . the 
stage pictures. There is no detail which’ seemsto 
have been overlooked, and considering that there 
have been three first nights since last Monday the 
smoothness of allthe mechanism of the plays is 
very noteworthy. 

The support last night was fairly competent. 
Mr. Terriss, as Nemours, received and earned his 
share of the applause, which followed the scene of 
his attack upon the King—earned it, however, by 
his picturesque appearance and bearing rather than 
by his histrionic intelligence. As the Dauphin, Mr. 
Andrews was of a singularly esthetic picturesque- 
‘ness, being arranged into what Mr. Osear Wilde 
would call an adagio in bronze-green and pink. 
Mr. Tyars, the Cromwell of Charles L, was a most 
truculent Tristan, and, indeed, there was no mani- 
fest incompetency anywhere, which is very high 
praise for a cast numbering over 20 performers.

MME. GERSTER AS LINDA. 

It is not at all probable that any one could 
be interested at this late day by the story of 
‘Linda di Chamouni,” and we are obliged to look 
outside of the opera itself for the causes of the 
frequent bursts of spontaneous applause which 
shook the large audience of the Academy of Music 
last evening. The truth is that Col. Mapleson’s 
company gave last night the best performance of 
their season thus far. Excepting the work of Sign- 
or Vicini and the orchestra there was nothing 
with which.any person, not disposed to be hyper- 
critical, could find fault. Signor. Vicini, it snould 
be stated, was suffering from hoarseness, and ap- 
peared to be tired. These things aceount for the 
lassitude of his acting and the uncertainty of 
intonation which marred his singing of “Le 
tauto in ira.”” Mme. Gerster was in oapital 
voice, and sang herentire part with surpassing 
brilliancy and exquisite sentiment, while she acted 
with all the grace and ingenuousness which are 
peculiar to her. Her *‘ Luce di quest’ anima” was 
a most sparkling piece of vocalization. She was 
obliged to repeat it, and was then recalled several 
times. In the scene with her fatherin the second 
act she sang and acted with great fervor, and in 
the ensuing delineation of madness she rose to a 
high pitch of lyric inspiration. Signor Galassi’s 
splendid performance of Antonio is well 
known here. His broad, virile method was 
heard to advantage in the smooth, flowing 
music of the earlier scenes. In the dramatic climax 
of the second act he held the breathless attention 
of the audience until the finish, when he was re- 
called with a perfect ovation. . Miss Josephine 
Yorke wasasimple and unaffected Pierotte, sing- 
ing her music with dignity and excellent method. 
The rendering of the duet ‘* Al’ bel destin” by her 
and Mme. Gerster was a charming piece of vocali- 
zation and won a deserved encore. Signor Lom- 
bardelli was a manly representative of Il Prefetto, 
and his voice was effective, especially in the 
duet with Signor Galassi in the first act. Mlle. 
Valerga filled the minor réle of Maddalena 
with ease. Signor Carricciolo, who made his 
début as the Marquis, is a pleasant addition to the 
musical acquaintances made by the public this sea- 
son. He is a buffo, with perhaps a little less than the 
usual moderate amount of voice; but his acting is 
spirited and genuinely humorous, and he laudably 
disdains the common weakness of talking half of

Should any 
outbreak oeour in any of the towns the Mayor has 
the authority under the law to call upon the | 
military to suppress it, It is hoped by all that there 
will be no disturbance. Few men will go to the 
polis in the negro distriets to-morrow who bave 
not provided themselves with revolvers. The 
Democrats charge that this condition of things has 
been brought about by the inflammatory speeches 
made by Mabone’s orators, but they disclaim any 
responsibility for it. 

There is b aosereination on the part of the Dem- 
ocrats to carry the State, and every effort has been 
put forth to accomplish that object. The Dan- 
Ville trouble will have a decided tendency to bring 
out the white vote, and may prevent the ne 
in some of the districts from coming out. But in 
those not so affected that affray will probably in- 
duce the voters of the colored race to stick closer 
to their new political friends. It will also neu- 
tralize the effortsof the straightouts and prevent 
the leaders of that faction from influencing the 
negroes. Those who claim to know say that the riot 
will not affect Mahone’s strength in the Valley, 
but will possibly cause the Dunkards and others of 
kindred religious belief to be more solid for Ma- 
hone. There are but few of that class in any 
county except Rockingham. It is in the south- 
west, particularly in Roanoke, Montgomery, Floyd, 
Carrol, and White Counties, and alung that tier 
that it is believed by Democrats that the outbreak 
at Danville will affect Mahone’s prospects with the 
whites. The news of that occurrence and the eir- 
cumstances and influences leading to it were 
ay eae sent broadeast through counties 

y Democrats. Mahone. it is said, yesterday and 
the night before had his side of the matter sent 
through the same country as well as in all parts of 
the State. Runners were dispatched from stations 
with the papers containing his verson and they 
were distributed in all of the remote districts 
which it was ible to reach in the limited time. 

Both sides claim to be perfectly confident that 
they will the State. Tbe Democrats believe 
that they will win an overwhelming victory, and 
say that the recent clash between the races has 
secured to them the doubtful white districts. Ma- 
hone is said to be equally certain that he will curry 
the State. 

Gov. Cameron this evening ordered to Danville 
the Richmond Light Infantry Blues and one sec- 
tion of the Richmond Howitzers, with one small 
12-pound howitzer gun. The eommand will have 
about 40 men and it is to assist the clvil authori- 
ties in preserving order in that place. The Blues 
are under command of Capt. Andrew A. Pizzini, 
an able officer. Major Henry C. Carter, of the 
Howitzer Battalion, isan officer of great discre- 
tion and experience. He will have eommand of 
the military sent from here and tbe two local 
companies in Danville, The Governor’s in- 
structions; to Major -Carter are that he 
will report to the Mayor and City Ser- 
geant of Danville and aid them in enforcing 
the laws of the State, and in protecting life and 
property of all citizens in that town without regard 
to race or class, and to disperse all riotous persons 
on the streets. Major Carter and the men under 
bis command left here to-night by a special train 
op the Danvilie Road at 11 o'clock. They will 
reaeh their destination by daybreak to-morrow be- 
fore the polls are epeued. ; ‘ 

Gov. Cameron has been eonsidering the pro 
priety of sending these troops to that place all 
day. He was induced to take this step by the rep- 
resentations of the Mayor and Sergeant of Dan- 
ville that not only the military but other citizens 
were on the streets of that city armed. Underthe 
instructions from the Executive no one but the 
military and regularly authorized police will be 
permitted to appear in the streets with arms. 

Col. W. E. Simms, the Coalition candjdate for 
the State Senate in the district composed of the 
County of Pittsylvania and the town of Danville. 
is in the city to-night. Col. Simms made a speech 
to the colored and white Coalitionists in Danville 
on Friday night preceding the riot of Saturday. 
The Democrats claim that the affray was indirect- 
ly due to the incendiary remarks made by him on 
thet occasion. Col. Simms expresses the belief 
that the killing of the seven negroes in that affair 
will no doubt prevent the voters of that 
race from voting to-morrow. He says that many 
of them ave terribly frightened and hardly dare 
come out to the polls, even with a large force of 
military in their midst. They do not assert, but it 
is very probable that if their candidates in the 
Danville distriet, and other negro districts, are 
defeated in to-morrow’s election the Coalition- 
ists will contest the right of the State Board 
of Canvassars to award certificates of election to 
the successful eandidates, on the ground that their 
eupporters, especially the negroes, were intimidat- 
ed by the conflict between the whites and blacks 
at Darvilile. The State Board is composed of the 
Governor, State Treasurer Revely, Auditors Brown 
and Allen, Attorney-General Blair. and the Secre- 
tary of the Commonwealth—all Coalitionists., 


PETERSBURG, Va., Nov. 5.—-James D. Brady, 
Chairman of the Readjuster Republican Commit- 
tee, in an interview with a Times representative 
to-day, said that it was bard for him to forecast the 
resuit of the election to-morrow, but that if his in- 
formation could be relied on the Readjusters 
would get a plurality of the whole vote in the 
State, with a majority of 4in the Senate and of 20 
in the House of Delegates. The feeling here is in- 
tense, but no trouble is anticipated. 


DANVILLE, Va., Nov. 5.—The city remains 
under eontro!l of the military and the Town Ser- 
geant. Mayor Johnston this afternoon issued a 
proclamatien, in which he says all good ‘itizens 
Gepreeate the present disturbed condition of the 
city and earnestly desire the restoratien of peace 
and good order. 6 has appointed 11 special eon- 
stebles for each ward, and called into service the 
Danville Grays as military coadjutors of this spe- 
cial constabulary. He says further: **So complete 
and reliable is this arrangement for the pres- 
ervation of peace and the proteetion of the town 
that I feel fully warranted in assuring my fellow- 
citizens that peace and order will be maintained. 
I therefore call upon good citizens to resume their 
usual vocations, and cease appearing on the 
streets armed with shot-zuns and other weapors. 
Thus, by quiet conduct and conversation, things 
which maketor peace, you will aid and assist me 
in restoring peace and goed order, as all good cit- 
izens should do.” 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—The riot at Dan- 
ville, Va..and the disturbed condition of things 
throughout the State, as reported here by press 
dispatches 4nd private letters, gives rise to the 
fear that violence will attend the elections in 
many places. The Funders have made a desper- 
ate effort in all their meetings to draw 
the color line, and it is known that this course has 
aroused a spirit of resistance among the blacks. 
Revenue Commissioner Evans to-day reeeived a 
letter from areyenue agent in Danville, written 
on Saturday, in which he gives an aceount of the 
outbreak there as he saw it. He says: 

“ About 8 o’clock this afternoon, during a dis- 
turbance on the street between a white and eol- 
plored man, some person fired a pistol, whereupon 
3 crowd of white men rushed out from a publie 
hall where they were holding a pesment meeting 
and commenced firing right-and left at colored 
men who happened to be on the street, kil) 
ing end wounding some five or six of 
them. One white man was wounded, whether by 
aceidert or by a shot from a black man is not 
known. At the present time armed white men are 
upon the streets in all directions, and it isjreported 
by them that a riot on the part of the colored men 
is eontemplated. I see no evidence of such a pur- 
pose: on the part of the blacks, who seem to be 
timid and inoffensive. 1 think the fact is 
simply that some colored men, encouraged by their

WHY CONTROLLER GRANT WITHHELD THE 
PAY OF FIVE MEN FOR FIVE DAYS. 

One of those nice questions in law and prac- 
tice, the adjustment of which possesses a fascina- 
tion for the minds of gentlemen who bave abun- 
dance of leisure to employ in delving to the reot of 
things, has during the past few days been engaging 
the attention of the heads of the Controller's office 
andthe Dock Department. On last Wednesday after- 
noon the pay-roul of the Dock Department employes 


for the month just ended, with its accompanying 
vouchers, was sent to the office of the Controller. 
In the list of the employes of the department were 
the names of the five men of the crew of the City’s 
tug-boat, the seaennsten. The clerk in tho Dock 
oe nmaenry office who had made out the roll had 
deducted from each man's pay the sum of 20 cents, 
which he set down as “ dues to the hospital fund. 

An eye in the Controller's offiee discov- 
ered this Seduction. and an inquiriag mind 
raised the question whether it was legal. While, 
therefore, the rest of the employes of the Dock 
Department received their pay on Thursday, the 
crew of the Manhattan were told that they must 
await a correction of the roll, after which they 
would receive the amounts justly due them. From 
that time until yesterday messengers were travel- 
ingte and fro between the Controller's office and 
the Dock Commissioners’ offices, commnu- 
nications which have now become part of the 
archives of these two importart branches of the 
City Government. The Controller, it is allegea, 
took the ground that his knowledge of the stat- 
utes of the State of New-York tailed to supply him 
with the authority necessary to audit as correct 
& pay-roll which showed that 20 cents had been de- 
ducted from the month's pay of a sailor in the 
Dock Department navy for any purpose whatever. 
On the other hand, the Dock Commissioners as- 
serted that on the point in question they were 
acting under the provisions of a _ statute 
of the United States, and that such had 
been from time immemorial the practice 
of Boards of Dock Commussioners, who, as is cus- 
tomary with employers of sailors, paid one-half 
the 40 cents, which is the monthly per capita tax 
of seamen of the United States Navy and the 
United States mercantile marine, for the support 
of the Mariners’ Hospital at Sailors’ Snug Harbor. 
Moreover, the Commissioners believed that they 
had discretionary powers in —<_ wages of 
their employes without the supervisory care of the 
Controller. Yesterday the members of the crew 
of the Manhattan received their pay at the Con- 
troller’s office, according to the account made 
out at the office of the Dock Department. It is 
suspected, however, that the Controller will spend 
some time in the eourse of the present month in 
making researches into the law governing the 
point on which he has for the present yielded, as 
he intimated yesterday that he doubted if next 
month’s pay-roll of the Dock Department would 
contain any twenty-cent deductions. The crew of 
the Manhattan, recolleeting their financial incon- 
veniences of the past week, are anxious that the 
question shall besettled before the Ist of December. 


THE TRADE SCHOOLS REOPENED. 


NEW CLASSES FORMED FOR THE ACQUIRE- 
MENT OF PRACTICAL KNOWLEDGE. 

The New-York Trade Schools, on First- 
avenue, between Sixty-seventh and Sixty-eighth 
streets, were reopened last evening for their third 
season. Evening classes for instruction in various 
trades will be held on Monday, Wednesday, and 
Friday evenings. Instruction will be given in brick- 


laying, plumbing, fresco-painting, stone-cutting, 
plastering. pattern-making for molders and ma- 
chinists, turning, and wood-carving. A number 
of chan have been made in the schoois, 
and additions to the curriculum, by ths 
Superintendent, Mr. James DeKay. A class in 
turning, wood-carving, and scroll-sawing has been 
formed, which instruction is reserved for young 
men between the ages of l6and 25. A in plas- 
tering has also been added, and thestadents in this 
department will be taught the mysteries of scratch- 
eoating, brown coating, bard finishing, and run- 
ning cornices three times a week. In stone- 
cutting a elass has also been formed, which 
will be taught both plain and ornamental 
work. Instruction will be given in la 
face brick and in eutting brick for arches twice a 
week for three months, Cegian 
in bricklaying will begin at once to 
science of building 8, 12, and 16 inch w 
fireplaces, &c.; while the plumbing olass will in- 
vestigate the bottom facts souoeeene sanitary 
plumbing and drainage, including the dressing of 
ipes, making lead joints, and fitting up baths, 
ins, sinks, and wash-tubs, e classes will 
be taught by practical workmen. The new work- 
shop at Sixty-eighth-street and First-avenue, 
which was built last Spring by students in the 
brick-laying classes, will be used this year. The 
schools are meant to take the place of the appren- 
tice system. Most of the students are young men 
who are employed during the day. The 200students, 
whose names have been placed on the list for the 
present season's instruction, are, as a rule, a most 
respectable aud intelligent set of men. The work- 
shops are open during the day for those who wish 
to practice. The studies end on April 4. 


RESCUED FROM A WRECE. 


FOUR DAYS CLINGING TO A 8SINEING SCHOON- 
ER IN MID-OCEAN. 

The North German Lloyn steam-ship Rhein, 
Capt. Neynaber, from Bremen, which arrived 
rived at Quarantine last evening, brought the craw 
of the British schooner Lotus, which was aban- 
doned in a sinking condition on Oct. 30, in latitude 


47°30’ and longitude 32° 51’. Capt.Stevens,of the Lo- 
tus, reports having had a series of misfortunes. He 
sailed from Runkorn for St. John, Newfoundland, 
with a cargo of salt, oa July 22, and eneountered 
the great hurricane on Sept. 1, during which the 
schooner suffered badly. She was obliged to put 
into Falmouth in distress. On Oct. 5 having com- 
pleted her repairs she sailed again, and on the 18th 
of the same month she was caught in 
a heavy south-westerly gale which continued 
for 48 hours. On Oct. 25 a violent south-easterly 
ale set in, and the ship ran before it for eight 
ours. Capt. Stevens then found it necessary to 
heave to. In doing this the forestay was oarried 
away. On the following morning the wind in- 
creased to a hurricane, during which the foremast 
was carried away, and in falling it tore up a por- 
tion of the deek. Ten minutes later the mainmast 
fell, and the water began to pour into the hold rap- 
idly. Thesehooner was unmanageabie, but all hands 
went to the pumps, where they worked with a 
will. The pumps became choked with salt, but the 
men worked until they were exhausted. The gal- 
ley was carried away,and with it went nearly all 
the provisions which could be gotat. Then the 
men, who were suffering terribly, clung to the 
wreck during the four days which followed. No 
vessel came to their assistance until Oct. 30, 
when the Rhein hove in sight. A boat 
under the command of the chief officer 
was sent from the steamer to the schooner, and 
the wrecked crew—five men all told—were res- 
oued in an exhausted condition. They were treat- 
ed with every kindness on board the steam-ship. 
They will apply at the British Consulate for assist- 
ance to-day. The Lotus measured 109 tons, and 
was built iu 1872. She was owned at Arbreath, 
Scotland, and was insured. 
rr 


COMMUTED BY GOV. CLEVELAND. 
ALBANY, Nov. 5.—The Governor has com- 
muted the sentence of George Woodruff, who was 
sentenced on Jan. 19, 1876, to imprisonment for 
life at Auburn Prison for the crime of arson in the 
first degree. ‘‘The building burned,” the Gover- 
nor says, “‘contained 2 stock of goods, and the 


object was to obtain an excessive insurance which 
a confederate named Pierce had obtained there- 
on. Both of the accused confessed the 
crime, and pleaded guilty te the indictment 
found, against them. Pierce was released in 
Jan. 1879, his sentence having been com- 
muted to imprisonment tor the term of four 
years. The application for the pardon of Wood- 
ruff is supported by a numerously signed petition 
and alarge number of letters from good citizens, 
showing that the convict prior to his arrest for 
this offense sustained a good character: that he is 
sincerely penitent, and that his wifeand two chil- 
dren sadly need his support. The Judge who sen- 
tenced him for life represents that he only did so 
because the law in force at that time left him no 
discretion. and the attorney who prosecuted the 
indictment recommends his pardon. I am en- 
tirely satisfied from the examination of the case 
that this cenvict was not the originator of the 
crime, but became the gullty tool ot his companion, 
who bas been at large nearly five years, and I be- 
lieve if liberatea he will justify by an a life 
the clemeney exercised in his behalf. have de- 
termined to commute the sentence of this convict 
to imprisunment for the term of 13 years. If his 
conduct in prison continues as good as heretofore 
he will be entitled to his discharge on the 19th of

CAPT. J. P. WALKER’S PLEA. 


HIS STORY OF WHAT HE CALLS BITTER 
PERSECUTION BY HIS SUPERIORS. 

Capt. J. P. Walker, of the Third United 
States Cavalry, who was alleged to have charged in 
at the gate of the White House on horseback, with 
his sword drawn, on the day President Garfield 
was shot, is at present in this City seeking refuge 
from what he considers the bitterest persecution 
onthe partof his superior officers in the army, 
who have repeatedly caused his incarceration 
in the Government Hospital for the Insane. 
The Captain, during an interview of about two 
hours with a reporter of Tne Tres, betrayed no 
peculiarities or eccentricities im manner or conver- 
sation. He is a fine-looking man of military ap- 
pearance; somewhat more than 40 years of age. 
For several years his health has been poor, owing 
to exposure on the frontier, and he has several 
times made application to be placed on the retired 
list. He hasa wife and five children, who are at 
present living in St. Charles, Mo., and are dependa- 
ent upon him for support. 

Capt. Walker's story, as related last evening to 
Tus Tres reporter, is as follows: In 1861 he en- 


tered the Military Academy at West Point, and 
was graduated in 1866. He was at once detailed to 
the frontier, and rose by successive promotions to 
the rank he holds at present. He was first sent to 
the Government Hospital for the Insane in 
August. 1876. without receiving the slightest in- 
timation that he was suspected of insanity, 
or even knowing who made the charge st 
bim. He remained in the asylum from Aug. 4, 
1876, until about the middle of May, 1877, when he 
was conditionally released upon application of 
his mother and wife. He emphatically states that 
he could haye established nis sanity beyond ques- 
tion at that time if he had been given the oppor- 
tunity. In June, 1879, he was again sent to the 
asylum, by as mysterious a process as on the first 
occasion, from . Ky., where he was liv- 
ing with his family. After several months of 
this second term of incarceration, finding tnat 
he would be given no opportunity to establish his 
sanity, he procured a writ of habeas corpus that 
was in process of trial in the Supreme Court of the 
District of Colambia, before Ju Charles James, 
for more than a year, the Captain living In Wash- 
ington during that time. There was a quasi-verbal 
decision made in the ease that waived the ques- 
tion of lunacy coeeey and its effect was to remand 
him to the custody of the Superintendent; but on 
the application of his cou for an appeal to the 
court in banc, and by the request of two influen- 
tial friends, he was allowed to remain in Washing- 


ton, 

Before his case was called fora final decision 
the assassination ‘of Garfield occurred, and the 
empe previously referred to, that he, in an insane 
f . made a violent demonstration before the Cap- 
itol, was made against him acd he was again com- 
mitted to the Insane Hospital. The Captain alleges 
that he can prove absolutely that he made 
no such demonstration, but he has never 

given the opportunity. The ‘Secretary 
of War ordered an investigation, and, after 
an examination before a board of Surgeons, he was 
ordered back to his regiment for duty. Here, he 
says, he was as much a prisoner as if he had been 
in the asylum. He was not allowed to do his — 
satisfactorily, and was continually interfered wit 
and subjectea to pony tyranny and insult. He 
applied for leave of absence, to which all officers 
of the army, he says. are entitled by act of Con- 
gress, and was refused; and, ashort time afterward 
he was tried by court-martial upon a series of 
charges that he alleges were trumped up and triv- 
olous. He was then ordered to Arizona on duty. 
and tried to obtain sick leave on the certificate of 
the post Surgeon, which was refused. Believing 
that his life was in danger, his health being so 
impaired, and not being able to communicate with 
the War Department, he went to St. Louis to try 
and obtain a proper consideration of his esse, being 
an applieant for retirement. While there, in June 
last, he was taken by force of arms by the 
orders of the General of the Army, from a civic 
hospital where he had gone for recuperation, to 
Jefferson Barracks, whcre he was confined under 
for about three weeks, and from there again 
rought to the Government Hospital forthe Insane. 
Here his treatment was harsher than before, and 
he alleges that he was subjected to the most cruel 
indignities. Being unable to procure counsel 
while in the asylum, he effected his escape one 
night by evading the attendants, and made an 
effort the next day to obtain an Interview with 
Secretary Lincoln. Some friends secured 
rmission for him to call on the Secretury at 
o’clock that afternoon, but about 1 o’olock he 
was arrested by the police and taken back to the 
asylum. He was very carefully guarded after this 
gueapess, but managed to goatee Og sewing the 
bars of his cell window on the of last month

WHY MR. VANDERBILT STOPPED A TRAIN.

No. $22 East Thirty- 
sixth-street. he prisoner was attended by eoun- 
sel. Thomas Clifford, a laborer, of No. 322 East 
Thirty-sixth-street, said that on Saturday night, 
abont 11:40, he was up stairs in the saloon, when 


he heard a shot firea while he was.looking out of 
the window. There were three or four offeers on 
the sidewalk, when the witness ran down stairs 
and Mr. Cody told him there was a man shot and 
to goforadoctor. A brother of the witness went 
on this errand, and Clifford said he was struck 
with a brick that came from a roof in the neieb- 
borhood and knocked him down. He saw Cofro 

ohn dead man in the gutter before the bric 

it bim. 

Patrick Cody testified that on Saturday night 
abont 11:30 there were a good many persons in his 
saloon. and among them was Keenan, who had 
come in with James Cantwell. and who was in the 
habit of dropping into the place. Keenan was so- 
ber that nicht. and had been there a short time 
when Officer Conroy entered. Thomas Murphy, a 
candidate for Assembly, came im and asked all 
handsto have adrink, anda man named Buckley 
toid Officer Conroy there was a drink paid for for 
him. Conroy took a drink at the bar, Keenan 
meanwhile being seated on a barrel near by. Con- 
roy invited everybody to have a drink, and called 
for sherry wine himself. He askea how much 
it was and Cody said about adollar. Conroy re- 
fused to pay except for those present and Cody 
said that was ail right. The policeman tendered a 
dollar bill, receiving 30 cents change, and then 
asked Peter MaeGinnis if he hadadrink. “ Yes.” 
Was the answer: ‘‘! head a glass of mixed ale.’ 
Conroy exclaimed. ** You are a-—— liar.” The 
officer then struck him with bis fist and knocked 
him down and kicked him. Buckiey and several 
other men managed to get him away from the offi- 
eer. Conroy then drew his club, struck the glass 
door with it, and pulled out his revolver. Conroy 
was ina rage and fired at Keenan, who had said 
nothing. There was only one shot fired in the 
saloon, but three or four shots were afterward 
fired outside. Other officers came in and Conroy 
arrested the two Cliffords. The witness spoke 
about ecal'ipg an ambulanee. Conroy said he 
would take Keenan out himself, and dragged him 
out by the collar. Keenan made no resistance. 

The counsel for the a said, in reference 
to the statements that the shooting occurred after 
a poilitital dispute. that it made no difference 
whetner his client was a Tammany Hall or a Coun- 
ty Democracy man, but that he happened to bea 
Republican. The prisoner would have a complete 
answer to make on the plea of self-defense. Con- 
roy was then committed. to the Tombs by Coroner 
Levy without bail. and further inquiry was post- 
poned until Thursday afternoon.

THE CITY COLLEGE ATHLETES. 
fONTESTING IN RUNNING, WALKING, AND 
BICYCLE RACES. 

A prettier day could not have been wished 
for by the boys of the College of the City ot New- 
York than that which greeted them yesterday as 
ther assembled at the Manhattan Athiletio Club 
Grounds to witness the ninth annual Fall games of 
the athletes of that college. The exereises began 
at 3 o’elock with a 100 yards’ dash, in 
three heats, each with six entries.

A NOVELTY IN CLUB-HOUSES. 

The ‘‘ Citizens’ Bicycle Club” of this City, a 
flourishing organization composed of some 75 mem- 
bers, (all men of mature years,) has completed its 
arrangements to erect the first and only building 
ever erected in this or any other country espe- 


cially for a wheelmen's club-house. The club bas 
been lodged inrented we may at No. 2 East Six- 
tieth-street. The new building will be on the north 
side of Fifty-eighth-street, just west of Eighth- 
evenue. This is a most eligible situation for the 
purpose, being nearthe best roads (the Boulevard, 
Riverside Drive, &c.) and accessible from down 
town by elevated and cross-town railroads. 

The building will be oe x 100 feet, entirely of 
brick, with a front of elaborate design in Phila- 
delphia brick and terra cotta. The ground floor will 
contain a parlor 20x30, and a wheel-room for the 
storage of bicycles and tricycles.. In the rear 10 
feet ere to be devoted to the janitor’s room, ma- 
chine shop, bath-rooms, &c. There will also be 
& galiery over the bath-rooms and wheel-room, 
which will contain lockers for 100 members and 
dressing-rooms. The club have spared no pains or 
expense to make this a most complete and 
thoroughly practical club-honse. It is hoped that 
the building will be inclosed within six weeks, and 
in full occupancy by Jan. 1. The Citizens’ 
Club is also making arrangements for a new uni- 
form, which will probably be made from goods 
designed and reserved exclusively for its use. The 
membership is upon the point of passing the limit 
at which the initiation fee will be more than 
doubled. ‘The President is Dr. N. M. Beckwith, 
who is also the President of the League of Ameri- 
can Wheelmen. As its name indieates, minors are 
uot eligihie for membership.

WILLIAM SWINBURNE’S DEATH. 
THE BUILDER OF THE FIRST LOCOMOTIVE 
; MADE IN PATERSON. ‘ 
| William Swinburne died on Sunday after- 

noon at Paterson, N. J., in his seventy-ninth year. 
He was born in 1805 in Brooklyn, and worked as a 
carpenter on St. Ann’s Church, which was removed 
some years ago to make way for the Brooklyn 
bridge. Subsequentiy he worked at Matteawan, 
N. Y., making patterns for machinery. In 1853 he 
removed to Paterson, where he was employed in 
the same capacity in tne Jefferson Works of 
Rogers, Ketchum & Grosvenor. About 1835 Mr. 


Rogers undertoek the erection of a locomotive, 
but the draughtsman superintending the job made 
a failure of it, and Mr. Swinburne volunteered to 
complete the engine, whieh he did to the complete 
satisfaction of Mr. Rogers. This, the San- 

usky, was the first locomotive turned out 
of a Paterson shop, and ran for 40 years 
or more on an Obio road. It made its first 
public trial trip om the old New-Jersey Railroad 
Oct, 6, 1887, and a week later was boxed up and 
shipped via eanal and river to Ohio, there being no 
more direct means of conveyance at the time. 
The engine was about the size of these now in use 
on the elevated railroads, and cost $6,750. Since 
that time nearly 7,000 locomotives have been 
turned out from the Paterson shops. During the 
next 10 years Mr. Swinburne devoted his energies 
to the serrice of Mr. Rogersinthe building of en- 
gines. Then be helped start the New-Jersey Loco- 
motive-works, now the Grant Works. In 1851 he 
built shops of his own, pow known as the Erie re- 
pair shops, on Market-street, adjoinitig the Erie 
tracks, in Paterson, where he built up a business 
that was quite succesful until broken up by the 
panic of 1857, and since thev be has not 
been engaged in active busivess. For nearly 
20 years he was officially connected with the school 
system of Paterson, as School Commissioner in 
1854, 1866, and 1867; as President and Superintend- 
ent in 1861-2-8; as Secretary and Superintendent 
from 1864 to 1870, and as Superintendent in 1871. 
during which time he did much to build up and 
develop the public school system. In 1872 he was 
appointed City Controller, which office he filled 
acceptably until 1882, wnen he declined a reap- 
printment, owing to his advanced age. His wife 
died in 1867. His only son, Jonn, for many yearsa 
prominent manufacturer in Paterson and for 10 
years Cashier of the First National Bank of that 
city. died some time ago. Three daughters sur- 
vive—one unmarried, one the wife of Jobn J. 
Brown, President of the First National Bank of 
Paterson, and one the widow of the late John 
Cooke, for nearly 80 years Superintendent or Pres- 
iaent of the Danforth & Cooke locomotive-works. 
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SOMEBODY'S FAM LY PICTURE. 

In a lawyer's office in Nassau-street an oil- 
painting has hung for the past 18 months which 
has attracted a good deal of attention from con- 
noisseurs, and which is believed to be at least 150 
years old. It is a family group, giving the por- 
traits of three young girls. two of whom are play- 
ing a game of backgammen, while the third sits by 
removing the checkers from the board, The faces 


of all three are of an unmistakably Knickerbocker 
type, and the art is so perfect that as one stands 
before the painting he can almost imagine that he 
is looking deep down into the eyes of two of the 
faces. The picture was found by the present 
owner hanging over the wash-tubs of a Mrs. 
McoAnana. who kept a boarding-house, upon 
which the lawyer was placing a_ chattel 
mortgage. Upon his expressing admiration 
for the painting Mrs. McAnana told him 
that he could have it if he would pay the express- 
age dewn town, and inthis way it came into his 
possession. Mrs. McAnana could only trace its 
history back to 1856, when a wealthy resident of 
Long Island, on joining the Walker expedition, 
left it in charge cf his gardener, with strictiinjunc- 
tions to euard it carefully. The gentleman, whose 
name is unknown, never returned, and in 1868 the 
gardener, who was in straitened circumstances, 
turned it overto Mr. McAnana as security for a 
loan of $10. He never redeemed the picture, and 
it remained with the McAnana family until dis- 
covered by its present owner. The lawyer has been 
offered as as high $50 for it, but he fancies that he 
detects in the faces the lineaments ofan old Knick- 
erbocker family, and he intends to keep it until 
it is claimed by the real ewner or bis heirs.

TWO PRIZES FOR THE POLITICIANS. 

The terms of office of Police Justices Bank- 
son T. Morgan and Gerson N. Herrman expired on 
Sunday, and within 10 days from that day Mayor 
Edson is required by law to nominate their 
successors to the Board of Aldermen.

The office of Police Justice is 
considered a prize by politicians, as the term is for 
10 years at a salary of $8,000 per year. At the time 
of Justice Herrman’s appointment ft was gen- 
erally understood that he would be renominated 
this Fall.

AN OFFICER WOUNDED BY A MADMAN. 

Albert Jordan, a colored man, 29 years old, 
who had aeted oddly for a long time, became crazy 
yesterday in the apartment of his brother Julius, 
who is janitor of the flat-house No. 31 East 
Twenty-eighth-street. Dr. Frank Markoe, who 
has an office in the house, advised that he be sent 


to Bellevue Hospital, and as he had locked himself 
in a room, a message was sent to the Twenty-ninth 
Precinct Station-house, and Capt. Williams sent 
Officers Edward Gillespie, Philip Mohr, and F. N. 
Evanhoe to overpower him. They pushed open 
the door of the room in which Albert was raving 
after he had threatened to kill any one who should 
enter. Gillespie had his shoulder to the door when 
it gave way, and he made a violent entry iuto the 
room, and though he saw Albert hacking at him 
with a razor, be could not defend himself until the 
madman had slashed at his neck threetimes. Two 
of the cuts were stopped by the collar of his coat. 
The third gashed the left side of his neck for about 
three inches, and the razor missed the jugular 
vein by half an inch. Evanhoe and Mohr saved 
their comrade and themselves by knocking Albert 
down, and he was taken to Belleyue Hospital. 
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AMOUNT OF DAMAGES REDUCED. 
The case of Benjamin Odio against the 
steamer Hadji.came up before Judge brown, in 
the United States District Court, yesterday.

When the 
ammonia was given the child she was lying on the 
witness's lap. The bottle was plainly labeled. 
When Annie Howland gave the ammonia the child 
strangled,turned biack in the face,and the ammonia 
took her (the witness's) breath away. The child 
swallowed the dose, but Miss Stewart, a nurse, 
gave it some oold water and clapped it on the back. 
Dr. Marr was sentfor. Annie Howland got pale 
and denied she had given the wrong medicine, but 
whispered something to Mrs. Stewart. Dr. Marr 
arrived in about half an hourand then said the dose 
would not hurt the child, and did not prescribe any 
other medicine or make any examination.

SUBJECTS TO BE LISCUSSED BY THE COMMIS- 
SION IN THE VATICAN. 

This week will undoubtedly find the Most 
Rev. James Gibbons, D. D., Archbishop of the Pro- 
vince of Baltimore, Md., and primate of the Roman 
Catholic Church in this country; the most Rev. 
Michael A. Corrigan, D. D., Coadjutor Arcnbishop 
of New-York, and the other prelates from the 
United States assembled in Rome for the purpose 
of considering, with the holy father’s counsel and 
under his direction, certain matters of grave im- 
portance touching an ecclesiastical discipline. The 
commission in Rome, it is understood, has drawn 
up a series of questions for the prelates to answer, 
and which will most likely form the basis of the 
decisions to be attained. It has among its members 
the Cardinal Prefect of the Propaganda, Cardinal 
Simeoni, and Mgr. Domenico Jacobin!. Archbishop 
of Tyre and Seeretary of the Sasred Congregation. 


It is further understood that the two primary sub- 
jects of discussion will be administration and 
the Curia. The former concerns the mutual re- 
lations of Bishops to priests, of priests to people, 
and, again, of both these to Bishuys. It also em- 
braces the conditions ot tenure and property and 
financial matters generally. The Curia takes into 
account the instruction of the clergy, tne estab- 
lishment of Bishops, legal courts, the appointment 
of clergymen as members of such courts, the forma- 
tion, maintenance, and preservation of diocesan 
archives, and proper means for carrying out ina 
due and fitting manner the ecciesiastical law. The 
very important question of the education and 
training of aspirants to the priesthood of the Ro- 
man Church will occupy a large share of attention. 
There is just now_a growing tendency in favor of 
educating priests at Rome, and the prelates of the 
various nations of Europe desire that a considera- 
ble number of their ecclesiastical students shall 
sojourn and study in Rome. Statistics show that 
the French Seminary, which a few years 
ago had but a limited number of students, now 
reckons over 100; the German College, for- 
merly low in numbers, now has over 90; 
the South American, instituted a few years 
azo with a small number, but now nearly 100 stu- 
dents, while the Sulpicians have established a 
house in the Quarter Fontane for the higher in- 
struction of a limited number of young priests, 
already ordained, when they study for the Doctor's 


cap. 
The condition of the Ameriean College in Rome 
will form a very important subject in the consul- 
tation of the Archbishops, and means will no doubt 
be taken forits greater development, and for the 
increase of its usefulness. There is good authori- 
ty for the statement thatthe vexed question of 
the relations of priests to Bishops, and the rights 
and limitations of the mutual relations of one to 
the other, will reeeive great attention, so that the 
numerous cases of complaint and pursuit of re- 
dress for real or imaginary wrongs on the part of 
the former against the latter, which so frequently 
come before the Propaganda, may cease or be 
greatly diminisned. The court of five judices cau- 
sarum, appointed by the Bishop of the diocese to 
constitute a court of arbitration, has not in many 
eases given satisfaction, and the number of com- 
plaints of the devisions of these judices has given 
the Propagaess, much annoyance. In numerous 
instanees the priests have been sustained, and the 
action of the Bishops entirely disapproved. The 
tenure of church property. the erection of ehureh 
buildings, and their liabilities will reeeive due at- 
tention, so that the lamentable affairs of Cincin- 
nati and Lawrence, Mass., will not be repeated.

THE BOARD OF EXCISE AROUSED.
